Goes Across im an Old Craft with a 
Crew of Four—W ill Act 
as Pilot. 


New York, May 23.—(Special.]J—The old 
pilot boat, Egra Nye, will sail out of New 
York harbor early tomorrow morning, but it 
is doubtful if any of the old salts} who see 
it will recognize it. It has become a pleas- 
ure yacht, and henceforth it is the Alda. 
F. Marion Crawford, the novelist, is its 
owner, and just now he is prouder pf it than 
he is of his novels. He starts abroad in it 
alone, except for the sailing master and the 
crew, on Monday. | 

Crawford doesn’t expect to do much liter- 
ary work on the Alda. He will devote his 
energies to sailing the schooner. He had 
beautiful yachting clothes made, with gold 
lace and things and the proper decorations 
on the caps, and expects to be at the tiller 
the greater part of the time when it is inter- 
esting. N f 

The Alda was fitted up hurriedly. The 
principal change, so far as outward appear- 
ances go, is in its color. It is painted white. 
All its sails and its running rigging are new. 
Two copper ventilating funnels and a brass 
stovepipe for the galley stove are practically 
the only other changes. The cabin has not 
been changed at all. It is just as the pilots 
left it, except for paint. Crawford will sleep 
in one of the narrow bunks. He will dine off 
blue china on a table that is now covered 
with billiard cloth. In fact, there is not the 
slightest suggestion of luxury about the 
yacht, except the larder. That is stored 
abundantly with all manner of good things. 
The supply of bottles and demijohns espe- 
cially is ample. 

The master of the Alda is Capt. Charles 
Burton, who was Captain of the Nereld last 
season. 

Crawford is a navigator. His certificate is 
of the highest grade and declares that he 
was graduated from the New York Nautical 
College and that he can do all manner of 
things, such as dead reckoning, observations 


by the sun and stars, use all instruments.

GOOD AND BAD INDIANS ON THE DES- 
PLAINES RIVER’S BANKS. 


Red Jacket, Through the Spiritual 
Mediumship of the Rev. Mr. Cord- 
ingley, Sets the Pace for Other Ab- 
origines in the Ghost Dance—Eu- 
phonious Blending of Genuine Ca- 
manche Dialect with the Accent of 
Holland—Gallantry of Braves. 

Indian whoops and yeils resounded 
through the woods along the Desplaines 

River north of Madison street yesterday. 

Suburban residents in that vicinity lived 
all day in a momentary expectation of being 
scalped or burned at the stake, while pas- 
sengers on trolley cars looked for a repeti- 
tion of the Mountain Meadow massacre. 


Red Jacket, of whom nervous passengers 


had often heard, was on the warpath at the 
head of a band whose horrid yells were 
enough to make the trolley pole jump the 
wire and stand straight up with apprehen- 
sion. 

The day passed, however, without @ single 
servant girl east of the Desplaines being 
scalped. 

It developed that the late Mr. Red Jacket 
was not on the warpath, but had been hold- 
ing a ghost dance and general pow-wow 
with the kind and thoughtful assistance of 
the Sunshine Center Spiritualist Society. A 
large number of distinguished warriors who 
have been demised for a number of years 
were dug Wp and fumigated by the spiritual- 
ists for the occasion and attended the pow- 
wow with their tombstones. 

Among those present were Mr. and Mrs. 
Rain-in-the-Face, Mr. Young-Man-Afraid- 
to-Drink-Water, Mr. Geronimo, Mr. Sitting 
Bull, Miss Pocahontas, and others too nu- 
merous to mention.

MAUD WILLIAMS IS FOUND IN MONTREAL 


Heiress Who Disappeared from Ston- 
ington Traced to the Sheltering 
Home—Tells a Queer Story. 


Montreal, Que. May 23.—[{Special.]—Maud 
C. Willilams, the millioinaire heiress, whose 
mysterious disappearance from Stonington, 
Conn., caused so much anxiety to her 
friends, was located here today and will be 
taken back to her home. Last night a girl 
answering Maud Williams’ description came 
up from Quebec by train. Train Dispatcher 
Dunn of the Canadian Pacific railway no- 
ticed her and having read a description of 
the missing lady in the papers came to the 
conclusion she was the party referred to. 
She had in her possession a card giving the 
address of the place in Montreal where she 
wanted to go and Dunn noticed it. 

Later, however, a lady put in an appear- 
ance, who turned out to be Mrs. Montgom- 
ery of the Sheltering Home, and took her 
away. Dunn told his story to a local news- 
paper man, who at once proceeded to the 
home today and became satisfied that the 
person was Miss Williams. The matron 
said that when the girl arrived at the home 
some days previous she gave the name of 
Miss Jessie Barclay and claimed that she 
had only been a few months in America and 
had no friends. Mr. Williams, brother of 
the missing girl, who arrived here a few 
days ago in search of his sister, on being 
informed that she was found, drove to the 
home, 

The girl made frantic efforts to escape 
when she saw the cab driving up and cried: 

„For God's sake do not let them in or 
they will put me in an insane asylum for 
Ute!“ 

She then made an effort to escape through 
the window, but was prevented by the 
matron. She finally consented to see her 
brother and the meeting was an affecting 
one. She afterwards consented to return 
home. In giving her own story she said she 
came to Montreal, giving her name as Jessie 
Barclay.

DR. RUSK SENT TO JAIL. 


BY CONSTABLE JOHNSON’S KIND OF- 
FICES HE ESCAPES A CELL. 


Militant Church Pastor Is Held to the 
Grand Jury by a Norwood Park 
Justice in the Suit of Mary Clements 
—Committed in Default of $800 Bail 
—Flees from the Court—Caught by 
a Bailiff in a Bugsgy-—Spends the 
Evening in Custody Down-Twwn. 

Dr. John Rusk, the pastor of the Militant 
Church, was ordered committed to the Coun- 
ty Jail yesterday by Justice Smith of Nor- 
wood Park in default of $800 bail, and Con- 
Stable Johnson was given a mittimus and 
ordered to convey the prisoner to the prison. 

The constable brought Dr. Rusk to the 
city, but the prisoner did not spend the 
night in the jail, nor even go there. In- 
stead, he devoted the evening to hunting up 
a Judge who would get-him out of the con- 
stable’s custody, and his attorneys, Stone 
and Craig, were busy till after midnight 
trying to help him. 

At 1:15 o’clock this morning Mr. Stone 
declared he had not succeeded in getting his 
client free. At the same hour Mrs. Rusk, 
at the pastor’s home, said her husband was 
up-stairs in bed, where he had been for half 


an hour, but she refused to let any one see’ 


him or to tell how he got free. 

The case of Mary Clements, No. 2253 Wa- 
bash avenue, against Dr. Rusk, whom she 
charges with causing her arrest and impris- 
onment on a false charge, was tried at Nor- 


‘wood Park yesterday and developed some 


sensational features. Dr. Rusk was ordered 
held to the grand jury asa result of the trial. 

During the trial Dr. Rusk left the court 
room and succeeded in traveling a mile from 
town before he was overtaken by a con- 
stable and forced to return.

“SAND MOUNTAIN HERMIT” 18 DEAD. 


| Peculiar Career of Dr. Lazarus, a High- 


ly Educated Man, Who Had Lived 
Alone in Alabama for Years. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 23.—[Special.]— 
Dr. Lazarus, the Sand Mountain hermit,“ 
widely known for his peculiar mode of life, 
died in his cabin on Sand Mountain, Jack- 
son County, Ala. Mrs. Hugh Carlisle, wife 
of Maj. Carlisle, a wealthy railroad builder, 
in return for skillful professional services 
rendered her in New York by Dr. Lazarus 
twenty years ago, bore all the funeral ex- 
penses and buried the remains in the ceme- 
tery at Guntersville, Ala. 

He was a very quaint character, and had 
diplomas from the best medical schools of 
New York, London, Paris, Berlin, and Ed- 
inburg. His father was at one time a 
wealthy shipowner of Wilmington, N. C., 
whose ships visted the port of the Old 
World. The son became an able writer, and 
contributed to a number of foreign journals 
in several languages, but he fell a victim to 
.communistic views, which ultimately ex- 


led him from society. 
He became a misogymist, cursing the hu- 


man race, and for years has lived remote 
from civilization. His steed was a saddled 
ox, and the sharers of his habitation the 
mountain goats on whose milk together with 
wild roots he eked out an existence.

Before the sun’s shadow lay straight upon 
the ground the council was called and all 
the spiritualists assembled at one end of the 
grounds and clasped hands in a circle, 

The Indians were-not visible at this time 
and several small boys from Austin, who 
have devoted the greater part of their young 
lives to a careful study of Western life as 
set forth in the dime novel and who had 
sallied forth in the morning with the highly 
commendable purpose of slaying a couple 
dozen of the cursed red skins,“ were dis- 
appointed. 

Out in the bright sunlight the spiritualists 
stood singing songs calculated to attract 
the favorable notice of wandering Indian 
spirits. They sang O, Spirit Land” and 
** Suwanee River,” but the spirits were shy. 
Then John Brown's Body was dug up 
and dragged in. The Indians seemed to 
feel a bond of sympathy for the hero of 
the song, for just as Sister Hansen started 
off the affecting sentiment in the second 
verse referring to the disposing of the re- 
mains of Jefferson Davis in the vicinity of 
a sour apple tree there came a yell which 
brought a policeman from the Concordia 
Cemetery on the run and almost frightened 
the juvenile Indian slayers into the dark 
eighteen-inch depths of the Desplaines 
River,

As soon as one of the believers felt an Indian 
chief toying with his back hair he would 
give a yell as if he was about to be scalped 
without the benefit of clergy, and instantly 
would jump into the ring and commence 
running around the circle. 

The Rev. Max Hoffman, after desperately 
holding out against the spirit of Rain-in-the- 
Face, finally gave in and started off as 
though 500 United States soldiers were chas- 
ing him back to the reservation.

BURNS HER BEDSTBADS FOR FIREWOOD 


Mrs. James Walker and Her Five Lit- 
tle Children in Urgent Need of 
Food and Money. 


Mrs. James Walker, No. 3803 Armour av- 
enue, is in desperate need, not only for her- 
self, but for five little children, who have no 
support at this time. The oldestis 7. The 
youngest is an infant. Mr. Walker is a 
stonecutter. Five weeks ago he left the city 
in search of work. He has sent home only 
one small remittance. Mrs. Walker’s land- 
lord has given her notice to quit. She has 
no money, and yesterday was out of all 
food except a loaf of bread. She has been 
compelled to burn the children’s bedsteads 
to make fires for her scanty cooking. 

Deaconesses’ Home, No. 114 Dearborn av- 
enue, learned of this case, and‘ yesterday 
sent Miss Ferguson to the Walker home 
with $2, all the money available at the house 
at the time, but her pocket was picked on 
the way. 

The conditions found at the Walker home 
were of such hardship the women of the 
Deaconesses’ Home feel compelled to aban- 
don their ordinary course of making ap- 
peals to the public, and they would feel 
grateful if charitably disposed persons per- 
sonally investigated the facts or sent re- 
lief contributions to the Deaconesses’ Home, 
whence they will be properly delivered. 

Miss Ferguson said last night she had per- 
sonally known Mrs. Walker a long time, 
and had never known her to apply for help 
but once. She said the case was undoubt- 
edly one of the most deserving and the most 
urgent she had encountered in her experi- 
ence. 


FEARS OF LOSING ITS ONE TRAIN. 


Riverdale Again Worked Up Over Re- 
ported Intentions of the Fllinois 
Central Railroad. 


The people of Riverdale are greatly agi- 
tated by reports of further contemplated 
action against the village on the part of 
the Illinois Central road. 

Two weeks ago, owing to a series of dis- 
agreements between the road and the town 
authorities, the former reduced its suburban 
service of sixteen trains each way daily to 
one train. The train to this city was made 
to leave at 6 o’clock in the morning, and if 
intending passengers missed that they were 
compelled to journey to Harvey, about two 
miles away. ‘ 

The people were much exercised over the 
matter, but it is as nothing compared to the 
dismay felt concerning the reports current 
as to the road's next move. 

They are to the effect that not only is it 
the purpose of the road to take the one re- 
maining train off, but that the station itself 
is to be removed this side of the Desplaines 
River now. This would necessitate a round- 
about walk of about a mile and a half for 
the people of Riverdale, as they will be com- 
pelled to go considerably out of their way 
to cross the river. The people thought it a 
deliberate attempt on the part of the road 
to destroy their town, and they are greatly 
wrought up over the matter. 

Officials of the road, however, denied all 
knowledge of any such contemplated action 
yesterday. They said that it had not been

torney was L. H. Craig. The case was 
called before Justice Cleveland.

Constable Gives Chase. 


His absence was not discovered until the 
case was called before Justice Edward 
Smith, to whom it went on a change of 
venue. Then it was found that no prisoner 
was present. The building was searched 
without discovering the whereabouts of the 
defendant. A bench warrant was thereupon 
put in the hands of Constable Johnson, who 
procured a livery rig and ran Dr. Rusk down 
a mile northwest of the village. The escap- 
ing prisoner was on foot and sprinting to 
break the record. He was arrested and 
brought back into court. 

For the second time the question of juris- 
diction was raised, but Justice Smith de- 
cided the trial should proceed. Miss Clem- 
ents was the first witness. She testified to 


the facts of her arrest on a warrant sworn 


out by Dr. Rusk charging her with keeping 
a disurderly house; that she was deprived 
of her liberty for a matter of five hours on 
April 11; that the case was called before 
Justice Wallace ten days afterwards,,and 
a nolle prosequi taken because of a lack of 
evidence against her. 

Mrs. Smith, also of No. 243 Wabash ave- 
nue, 65 years of age, testified to having lived 
at that number ever since Miss Clements’ 
occupancy of the house. She had also pre- 
viously lived there with Miss Clements’ 
aunt. The house and all its occupants, she 
said, were perfectly respectable. 


All Against the Prisoner. 


The testimony of Mrs. Smith was corrob- 
orated by Mrs. Baldwin, an elderly woman, 
who lived with Miss Clements, and by D. 
Turner, a student in the Northwestern Law 
College, who was also a boarder at Miss 
Clements. 5 

Attorney Craig eross- questioned each wit- 
ness closely, ending by making a motion to 
dismiss the case on the grounds that Dr. 
Rusk did not arrest the woman and was not 
liable for the acts of the Justice of the Peace 
who issued the warrant, nor of the officer 
who served it. 

This motion was overruled by Justice 
Smith. The defendant and his attorney 
then held a consultation, after which Mr. 
Craig made a statement to the effect they 
had no evidence to present and would be 
obliged to abide by the decision of the court. 

This decision was that the people had 
made out a substantial case, and there be- 
ing no evidence introduced by the defense, 
the only thing the court could do was to 
hold Dr. Rusk to the grand jury. The 
bonds were placed at $800. . 

Attorney Craig asked that the defendant 
be allowed to go on his own recognizance. 


This Attorney DeBolt opposed, calling the 


court’s attention to the action of the pris- 
oner in attempting to leave town subse- 
quently to the calling of the case in Justice 
Cleveland’s court and to the fact of the is- 
suance of a bench warrant for his return. 
He therefore demanded a real estate bond 
to insure Rusk’s appearance at the Crim- 
inal Court. 


Ordered to the Jail. 


But Dr. Rusk had no friends on hand who 

could help him out of this dilemma, and a 
mittimus was therefore issued and placed in 
the hands of Constable Johnson, with or- 
ders to take the pastor of the Militant 
Church to the County Jail, where, the mit- 
timus stated, he would be confined until re- 
leased by due process of law. 


But Constable Johnson did nothing of the 


kind. He boarded a Northwestern train 
with his “prisoner” at 7 o’clock in the 
evening. Arriving in the city, the constable 
was evidently hazy as to the direction of the 
jail, for, in company with Dr. Rusk, he 
walked south on Fifth avenue, and thence 
to Kruse’s saloon, No. 195 Madison street. 
Here several drinks were indulged in, the

Czar Formally Announces the Date of 
{ His Coronation for Tuesday Next 
and Asks the Prayers of His People 
~The Event Made the Occasion of a 
Brilliant Street Parade and iAmpres- 
sive Ceremony—Peasants Attest 
Their Loyalty in Touching Manner. 
{SPHCIAL CABLE BY HENRY W. FISCHER.) 
Moscow, May 23.—{Copyrighted, 1806, by 
the New York Journal,}—There are con- 
stantly new surprises in the coronation fete. 
Since 9 o’clock this morning heralds have 
been riding about the streets formally an- 
nouncing the coronation, each attended by 
a commanding General, many Brigadiers, 
and masters of ceremony. . 

Two crack cavalry squadrons of the trum- 
peter corps, with silver instruments and fan- 
tastically caparisoned horses, led by richly 
costumed flunkies, made a splendid caval- 
cade. fey . 

The beauty of the color combinations was 
unsurpassed.

Reaching-the square the cavalcade formed 
in line, the officers standing in front, while 
the heralds elevated their gold staffs, where- 
upon all within sight uncovered their heads.

Wording of the Proclamation. 

The document as read by the Secretary of 
Staté was as follows: 

Our most august, most high, and most 
mighty sovereign having ascended the 
hereditary throne of the Empire of all the 
Russias and of the Kingdom of Poland and 
of the Grand Duchy of Finland, which is in- 
separable from it, has been pleased to ordain, 
in imitation of all his predecessors, and 
glorious ancestors, that the sacred solemnity 
of the coronation and consecration of his 
Imperial Majesty, which his Majesty wills 
that his august consort shall share, do, by 
the grace of the Almighty, take place on the 

20th of May. | i 

Moreover, his Majesty ordains that his 
August consort, the Empress Alexandra 
Feodorovna, be associated with this sacred 
act. ; 

By the present proclamation, therefore, 
this solemn act is announced to all the faith- 
ful subjects of his Majesty, to the end that 
on this auspicious day they may send up to 
the King of Kings their most fervent prayers 
and implore the Almighty One to extend the 

favor of his blessing to the reign of his 
Majesty, to the maintenance of peace and

FILIBUSTERS MAN THEIR STEAMERS 
WITH BIG GUNS.

Laurada and Three Friends Sail from 
Jacksonville with Arms for Fif- 
teen Thousand soldier — Large Can- 
non and Field Pieces—Captains 
Will Resist Interference by the 
Spanish Instead of Running Away— 
Clever Deceit to Clear the Port. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 23.—{Special. }— 
The steamers Laurada and Three Friends, 
laden with men, arms, and ammunition, are 
now afloat for Cuba. The Laurada, which 
landed recently an expedition in Cuba, ap- 
peared off the mouth of the St. Johns River 
yesterday morning. The vessel came for a 
cargo of munitions stored at the river's 
mouth, but feared to enter, owing to the 
presence of the cutter Boutwell, Last night 
however, while the Boutwell was watching 
the Three Friends up the river the tug Kate 
Spencer took the arms out to the Laurada. 
The Kate Spencer took to the La urada 100 
Cubans, who came here from Tampa last 
night by special train. 

The nae were commanded by Rafael 
port undo, formerly Maceo’s chief of staff, 
but now Secretary of Foreign Affairs of the 
Cuban Republic. With the arms and men 
aboard, the Laurada sailed about midnight. 
Meanwhile the cutter Boutwell, with gun- 
ports open, was watching the arms-laden 
Three Friends at Jacksonville, and during 
the night the Washington authorities 
ordered Capt. Kilgore of the Boutwell not to 
detain the Three Friends unless it hada 
“military expedition“ on board. As the 
Three Friends had only arms and ammuni- 
tion on board, and was regularly cleared for 
Key West, Capt. Kilgore let it go at 5 o'clock 
this morning. The revenue cutter followed 
the Three Friends down the river and for 
five miles to sea. 

The Laurada and Three Friends are pre- 
ymared to fight if attacked by Spaniards, 
Each vessel has several cannon mounted.

He was given the work 
of watching the woman, who by this time 
had discovered she was under suspicion. 

She speedily left the building and made her 
way down Orrington avenue towards Davis 
street. The man was in close pursuit, On 
reaching Church street she turned and looked 
for an electric car, but, none coming at the 
right time, she hastened westward, 

Two of the young women from the hall 
were by this time on the trail, and while the 
man kept the woman in sight the college 
girls notified the police. The fugitive took 
to an alley and finally found refuge in a shoe 
shop, where the police caught her as she was 
trying to find an escape through a rear door. 

On being taken to the station plenty of 
persons were soon found to identify her in 
connection with the many recent pilferings 
about Evanston, for she has always ap- 
peared in the same dress. She said she was 
only 15 years old, but the police think she 
is at least two years older. 

Policemen White and McArdle accom- 
panied the woman to her home at No. 382 
Clybourn avenue, where nearly all the stolen 
goods were recovered. 

The watch belonging to Mrs. Miller had 
been found earlier in the day by Chicago 
police at a Clark street pawnshop. The sil- 
verware belonging to Mr. Beebe was not 
found at the Clybourn avenue place, but a 
guitar was found, which the prisoner ad- 
mitted was stolen in Evanston, although 
the loss had not been reported to the police.

SUSPICION RESTS UPON BROTHER. 


Leroy Howe Is Arrested and Charged 
with the Murder of Charles Howe. 

Delavan, Wis., May 23.—{Special.]—The 
verdict brought in by the Coroner’s jury 
who held the inquest in the case of Charles 
Howe, found dead in the road near Darien 
early yesterday morning, was Charles 
Howe came to his death by a gun or pistol 
shot, fired by some party or parties unknown 
to the jury.“ 

After the verdict was announced, at the in- 
stance of District-Attorney Sumner, Leroy 
Howe was arrested, charged with the mur- 
der of his brother, Charles Howe. He was 
brought to Delavan before Court Commis- 
sioner Von Suessmilch and the hearing was 
adjourned till June 4, and Howe was com- 
mitted to the county jail. The story told by 
Leroy Howe about the strancer with whom 
he left his brother when he bade them good- 
night at his home was not strengthened by 
the investigation. 

Bit by bit the evidence is said to point 
clearly to the brother as the guilty man. No 
one else saw the stranger he described. The 
writing found pinned to the coat of the mur- 
dered man is identical with the writing of 
the accused man. The bullet that killed 
Charles Howe is of the same caliber as the 
pistol of Leroy. 

The motive for the deed seems obscure at 
present, though the paper on the dead man’s 
breast was virtually an unsigned will in 
brief giving his brother all he possessed, 
which included life insurance of $2,000. Itis 
also stated there is a woman in the case who 
accepted the attentions of the murdered man 
and who was admired by both the brothers. 
Both the Howe boys were of unimpeachable 
character and respected where they lived.

Complaints have reached the Department 
of Justice for many years that unscrupulous 
District Attorneys and Marshals fomented 
the legislation so as to accumulate enough 
fees to receive the limit of compensation. 
This practice will be entirely destroyed un- 
der the operation of the new law, andlit was 
not strange that members of the House on 
the floor this afternoon indulged in an 
extraordinary sort of love feast, congratu- 
lating themselves on having accomplished 
a reform which had been vainly attempted 
for so many years. 

Under the provisions of the bill, as finally 
agreed upon, all the United States Commis- 
sioners would be legislated out of office 
June 30, 1897. This is a year later than was 
contemplated in the House bill. After that 
time all Commissioners will receive their 
appointments from the District Judge, and 
will hold office for a term of four years only, 
instead of during good behavior, as at pres- 


ent. 

It is the intention of the House at the next 
session to formulate another measure reg- 
ulating the fees of the Commissioners, and 
an attempt will be made to put them on 
salaries also. although it is admitted this 
will be a difficult matter to accomplish. 


SENATE DOUBLES DEFICIENCY BILL. 


Two Items Added Which Are of Inter- 
est to Illinois. 
Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Special.]— 
When the Senate Committee on Appropria- 
tions finished with the general deficiency bill 
this afternoon it had almost doubled’ the 
amount carried by the bill as originally 
agreed upon in the House. Chairman Can- 
non’s committee in the House recommended 
an appropriation of $4,793,590, to which the 
Senate has added $4,192,708, making the total 
carried by the general deficiency bill a little 

less than $9,000,000. 

Among the items added by the Senate com- 
mittee are two of interest to Illinois, one 
providing for the payment of about $6,500 to 
President Thomas W. Palmer to settle all 
outstanding indebtedness of the Columbian 
Exposition, while the other relates to an 
appropriation of $15,000 for the construction 
of a graveled road at Mound City for the 
purpose of making a better means of com- 
munication with the national cemetery at 
that place. This item was inserted in the 
bill at the urgent request of the citizens of 
Pulaski County, III., who stated that they 
had already expended 830.000 for the purpose 
of constructing a suitable roadway to the 
national cemetery at Mound City. 

This cemetery is said to be the third largest 
in the United States and thousands of those 
who fell in defense of their country, as well 
as many who fell in defense of the lost cause, 
were buried in what was then a swamp. 
Since the close of the war, however, the 
government has built a levee from 14 to 15 
feet in width to protect the praves of men of 
the North and South buried there from be- 
ing covered with the waters of that swampy 
country. 

It is proposed that the present road pro- 
vided for in the appropriation shall be con- 
structed above high water-mark, eighteen 
feet in width, and be a continuation of the 
graveled road to the national cemetery. An 
appropriation of $15,000 for this purpose 
was asked of the Fifty-first Congress, but 
only $10,000 was allowed. This was not suf- 
ficient to construct the road in the manner 
desired, but as far as the means at their 
disposal permitted those in charge of the 
matter built as. good a road as possible. 
There are yet one and three-quarters miles 
necessary to be built to complete the work 
and all the government roads to the national 
cemetery. 


RINAKER IS GAINING ON DOWNING. 


A Tenth of the Precincts Gives Him 25 
of the 40 Needed. 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Special.]— 
After two days’ counting, with only about 
a tenth of the precincts heard from, Gen. 
Rinaker has made a literal gain, and the 
prospects seem to be excellent for his being 
awarded the seat from the Sixteenth Con- 
gressional District of Illinois. 

At the close of work today it was found 
that Gen. Rinaker had gained twenty-five 
votes, and as he has a majority of only forty 
to overcome, he now appears to be very near 
the seat for which he has been struggling. 
The margin is close and the gains and losses 
are but small. Thus far fifteen . precincts 
have been counted in full and others begun. 

There is no évidence of fraud, but it ap- 
pears that the Republican candidate got the 
worst of it in almost all errors of the count. 
When the ballots were gone over one by one 
it was found that in Waverly Precinct of 
Morgan County Rinaker gained one and 
Downing lost six. In Windsor Precinct Rin- 
aker gained two and Downing lost three. 
When Macoupin was reached Scottville Pre- 
cinct showed a Rinaker gain of seven: in 
North Otter Precinct Rinaker gained three 
and Downing lost two; in Gillespie Precinct 
Rinaker lost two and Downing lost one, thus 
making the Rinaker gain on Macoupin Coun- 
ty thus far eleven votes. 

In the East Beardstown Precinct of Cass 
County Rinaker has gained two votes, thus 
making a net addition to the Republican 
side of the sheet of twenty-five ballots. 
Nearly a score of ballots of those courfted 
are more or less in dispute and have been 
certified up to the Elections committee for 
decision. 

The count has progressed in such a satis- 
factory way that it is believed unless there 
are unexpected interruptions the contest 
will be concluded by the end of next week 
so far as the ballots are concerned. The pa- 
pers from Greene County were received to- 
day. If the present rate of speed is kept up 
it will be possible to settle the case before 
adjournment for the summer. 


SENATE WOULD RAISE BEER TAX. 


Significant Vote on an Amendment to 
the Filled Cheese Bill. 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Special.]— 
There was a significant vote in the Senate 
this afternoon on a proposition to increase 
the beer tax $1 a barrel. Unfortunately it 
came as an amendment to the filled cheese 
bill, and for that reason encountered an ad- 
verse vote, 
tended to be obstructive in its nature. 

Mr. Sherman got up the cheese bill early in 
the day by the overwhelming vote of 39 to 15, 
but was taken off the floor with his measure 
at the expiration of the morning hour, the 
cheese bill going back to the calendar and be- 
ing displaced by the Populist bond measure. 

A series of so-called revenue amendments 
were offered, not so much for the purpose 
of testing the sense of the Senate as for 
filling in the time. They were defeated in 
each case by votes of the most decisive char- 
acter, that in the case of the amendment of- 
fered by Mills of Texas for a percentage tax 
on pretty much everything in the metal 
line, being laid on the table by a vote of 
42 to 15. 

Mr. Mills’ amendment proposed an inter- 
national revenue tax of 5 per cent on all 
articles in excess of $10,000 per annum man- 
ufaetured by any person, company, or cor- 
poration in the United States from iron, 
steel, copper, nickel, brass, lead, zinc, cot- 
ton, wool, hemp, or flax, the receipts to be 
applied to the extinguishment of the interest 
bearing debt of the United States. 

Then Mr. Allen moved to put a revenue 
tax ot an additional dollar a barrel on beer. 
This was defeated by a vote of 35 to 22. 
Twenty-four Republicans and eleven Dem- 
ocrats moved to lay it on the table, while five 
Republicans—Carter, Dubois, Hansborough, 
Squire, and Teller—united with the sixteen 
Democrats and four Populists in favor of the 
amendment. If the measure had come up 
before the Senate on its merits it is evident it 
would have had a good chance of passing, 
for the majority against it was only thirteen, 
and by far the largest proportion of these 
were Senators who were favorable to the 
beer tax, but were unwilling to endanger the 
filled cheese bill, which had already passed 
the House, by such a radical amendment. 

There is something of a movement in the 
Senate to add this beer tax somewhere, for 
all parties are 25 on the necessity of 
more revenue, and the extra dollar a barrel 
on beer would h out the Treasury to the 
tune of about 000,000 a year, which is 
more than the deficit. The Senate cannot 
originate a revenue measure, and hence can- 
not p the beer tax as an original bill, 
and if it should be passed at all it would 
have to be as an amendment to some dis- 
tinctively revenue measure originating in

Allen (Pop., Neb.) on the Butler bill to pro- 
hibit the issue of bonds without the author- 
ity of Congress. Mr. Allen devoted himself 
to the silver question and the platform of 
the Populist party. He was much harrassed 
by Messrs. Gray (Dem., Del.), Hill (Dem., 
N. Y.), Chandler (Rep., N. H.), Baker (Rep., 
Kas.), and other Senators, who sought to 
make sport of the Populist tenets, so that 
the speech became a decidedly informal dia- 

logue. 


House Against Sectarian Schools. 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—The sundry 
civil and Indian appropriation bills were sent 
back to conference. By a vote of 154 to 22 
the House insited on its provision in the lat- 
ter bill relating to sectarian schools. Eleven 
tepublicans, ten Democrats, and one Popu- 
list voted against insisting. The House par- 
agraph cuts off appropriations for sectarian 
schools immediately, while the Senate 
amendment proposes to allow provision for 
sectarian schools to continue for two years. 


POLICE TRACE BLANTHER TO MEXICO. 


Suspected Murderer Is Well Known in 
Chicago, Where He Once Masquer- 
aded as an Austrian Count. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 23.—J. F. Blan- 
ther, the suspected murderer of Mrs. Lang- 
feldt, has been traced to El Paso, Tex. He 
Saturday 
evening at Martinez to El Paso. He signed 
his name as Hi. M. Forbes. This ticket has 
been returned to the auditing department of 
the Southern Pacific, showing that it had 
been used to El Paso. The police are posi- 
tive Blanther is in Mexico and copies of Gov. 
Budd's proclamation, offering $1,000 reward 
for his capture, have been printed in Spanish 
to be distributed throughout Mexico. 

Joseph E. Blanther, who is charged with 

the robbery and murder of Mrs. Philipina 
Langfeldt in San Francisco, is well known 
in Chicago.

His fall from 
grace here was due to the discovery of his 
oblique methods and the robbery of sev- 
eral houses where he was entertained has 
been charged against him. He had so won 
his way to the confidence of the beau monde, 
however, and was supposed to know 80 
many secrets of the social upper ten that 
powerful influence was brought to bear, it 
is said, to prevent his prosecution, and he 
was allowed to leave these parts. While 
here he was accompanied by a dashing 
woman reputed to be his wife.

M’KINLEY AT THE PLAY. 


HEARTILY APPLAUDED BY A THEA- 
TER AUDIENCE IN CLEVEAND. 


Ohio’s Favorite Son Occupies a Box at 
the Euclid Avenue Opera-House 
During a Performance of The Ri- 
vals "—He Receives a Number of 
Notable Visitors During the Day— 
Encouraging Words from New 
York Financiers. 

Cleveland, O., May 23.—[Special.]—Maj. 
McKinley received a salvo of applause as 
soon as he was seen by the large and fash- 
jonable audience assembled to see The 
Rivals” at the Euclid Avenue Opera-House 


here tonight. } 

He entered with Mrs. McKinley and the 
members of Mr. Hanna’s household a little 
before 8 o’clock, while the orchestra under 
the stage was playing Auld Lang Syne.” 
The men in the rear of the house caught 
sight of him as soon as he came through 
the inner door and began to clap their hands. 
The audience in front turned to see the 
cause and, recognizing his familiar features, 
took it up with spirit. This lasted until he 
disappeared in the rear of the boxes. 

When the favorite son of Ohio emerged 
again into view through the entrance into 
the proscenium box on the left of the stage 
the entire assemblage broke out in applause 
anew with great enthusiasm. Women 
waved their handkerchiefs and their escorts 
pounded the floor with umbrellas and walk- 
ing sticks. The balcony and galleries took 
it up until the great house was filled with 
the thunder of its occupants’ approval. 

Maj. McKinley bowed in recognition as he 
handed his wife to her seat. Thesound died 
down, but rose again, until he was forced to 


bow once more. 
Then the curtain rose and it was Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s turn to applaud. 


Notable Men Greet the Major. 
Maj. McKinley spent the morning in Mark 
A. Hanna’s office receiving friends and dis- 
cussing the situation at home and abroad. 
At noon he and Mr. Hanna were the guests 
of Col. Myron T. Herrick at the Union club. 
In the party were Joseph Jefferson, Col. 
Sylvester T. Everett, and Col. Fred Grant, 
the last named having come on from New 
York in order to introduce Bishop Newman, 
who delivered his lecture on Gen. Grant to 
the members of the conference at Central 


Armory this evening. 

The interview with Senator Quay at Canton 
yesterday continued to furnish a topic for 
discussion throughout the day. It may be 
stated authoritatively that Quay made no 
propositions concerning Senator Allison's 
candidacy to Maj. McKinley, nor was the 
coming of James S. Clarkson suggested by 
him. 

Great satisfaction is felt here over the 
fact that no deal or-understanding was ar- 
rived at with the Pennsylvania politician. 
A delegation from the Methodist Conference 
visited the headquarters for the express pur- 
pose of expostulating against any alliance 
with Senator Quay or others of the men 
generally reputed to represent machine poli- 
tics. The fact such an arrangement was 
both impossible and unnecessary reassured 
the clergymen and they left with congratu- 
lations upon the outcome. 

Henry Nichols, a New York financier, has 
written a letter forwarded to the headquar- 
ters here to commend the attitude of Maj. 
McKinley on the currency question. He says 
in this: 

In the twenty years in which I have been 
doing business in Wall street I have never 
known so unanimous a sentiment as that 
which now exists that the nomination of 
Maj. McKinley is the first step toward re- 
newed prosperity and a general rise in val- 
ues.” 

Henry Clews Sizes the Situation. 

The document concludes with the state- 
ment that Henry Clews, the well-known 
banker, has summarized the sentiment of 
leading New York financiers in the follow- 
ing statement from his pen, not hitherto 
published: 

“The coming Presidential campaign is to 
be fought out on the tariff issue. A protec- 
tive tariff will settle the money question, for 
it will create new uses for money, and money 
is attracted to and will remain in those 
countries were there is the greatest demand 
for its legitimate use. 

In this country, with a tariff for protec- 
tion, we shall have increased production of 
manufactured goods, increased consump- 
tion of farm products, increased wages, and 
in consequence increased demand for money 
at good rates. 2 

There is no apprehension felt by protec- 
tionists over Mr. McKinley's financial views. 
He is an alert and sagacious statesman, 
representing the best interests of the Na- 
tion. He will be the candidate of the Re- 
publican party for President upon a plat- 
orm formulated by its national convention, 
and no one doubts that when elected he will 
adhere to the principles laid down in that 
platform. 

It is not Mr. McKinley’s place at this 
time to attempt to forestall the Repub- 
lican platform at the demand of his 
enemies. That this demand should 
come from free traderswho seek to 
embarrass him is natural enough. 
They are in the retail line of thought, and 
are incapable of comprehending the real 
needs of this expansive Nation. That any 
believer in the fundamental principles of 
the Republican party, especially that great- 
est of all its principles, that of protection, 
should lend hig aid to them is to be re- 
gretted. 

The gold standard will be maintained 
through the increased production of gold. 
There is a world’s hunt for it. The world’s 
product of gold for the last year exceeds 
the highest amount ever produced in any 
previous year, not excepting the palmy days 
of California, and this gold can be relied 
upon to increase each year hereafter. This 
year’s product and what is produced here- 
after will not go into war chests to be laid 
up, but will go, into bars or coinage and 
perform the functions of money. And this 
will give a permanent solution of the cur- 
rency question and remove it from politics.” 


Campaign with Open Doors. 

The manner in which the McKinley cam- 
paign has been conducted at the headquar- 
ters here is a surprise to veteran politicians. 
There are no closed doors. Mark A. Han- 
na’s private office is private only because it 
is so marked on the outer door. The spa- 
clous rooms themselves are open to all 
comers and business is transacted freely 
iri the presence of newspaper correspond- 
ents and the reporters on the local press. 
No attempt is made at concealment. Mr. 
Hanna says it is the people’s cause and there 
is nothing to conceal. Such still hunting as 
there was to do was finished months ago. 
He sits at his desk in the outer room, re- 
ceiving all who come during the earlier 
part of the day and giving the rest of his 
time to the consideration of his voluminous 
correspondence. His assistants, Maj. 
Charles Dick and Joseph Smith, are en- 
gaged in the same work, sharing his rooms 
with him. When Maj. McKinley is in 
Cleveland he is equally accessible, shaking 
hands and talking with old friends and 
greeting newcomers. There is apparently 
nothing to be discussed in private and no 
bolts are sprung on the doors at any time. 

Maj. McKinley’s method of shaking hands 
is distinctly unlike that of the professional 
politician. Long before the fashion of hold- 
ing the hand much above the waist line and 
moving it in a horizontal rather than a 
perpendicular curve came into general be- 
— the Ohio statesman adopted a similar 

evice. 


McKinley’s Novel Handshake. 


When you meet him and thrust out.your 
right hand with the palm on a line with 
the length of your body you find no digits 
waiting to receive your own—not where you 
expect to find them. But by raising your 
arm about six inches, and coming somewhat 
nearer your distinguished acquaintance, 
you will grasp his answering fingers—near 
his body in the neighborhood of the shorter 
ribs. The greeting is given by a wave, 
rather than by a pressure of any kind. After 
an instant the hand of the Ohioan is opened 
and your own withdrawn perforce. 

Now in this, as in other matters, the 
method adopted by Maj. McKinley is the re- 
sult of some experimentation and consider- 
able study. Every one knows how the hands 
of our public men are made to suffer by the 
national custom of shaking. It is the un- 
conscious habit of Americans to pay their re- 

, spect to those among them who attain lead- 
ership by a close pressure. This—no incon- 
siderable force in itself—is, when multiplied 
some thousandfold, perverted into exquisite 
torture, leaving the recipient’s hand a 
brusied, swollen, and aching mass. 
you place this delicate member in the posi- 
tion hit upon by Maj. McKinley you may 
grasp it, but you cannot squeeze it. And 
this is the reason the friends of the Major 
give for his unusual but sensible custom.

Indianapolis, Ind., May 23.—[{Special.]— 
Sound money Democrats who met here to- 
night were simply overwhelmed with reports 
from the counties where Democratic pri- 
maries were held today. Indications now are 
that free silverism will sweep the State 
among the Democrats something as Mc- 
Kinleyism did with the Republicans. Noth- 
ing but free silver delegates to the State 
convention have been selected thus far, and 
on the same platform Matthews is indorsed. 

Chairman Holt of the Democratic State 
committee called the meeting here tonight 
for the purpose of devising some means to 
stay the flood that threatens to drown the 
sound money Democrats in the State con- 
vention to be held a month hence. Since his 
call went out there has been a furious cry 
from all parts of the State for him to get off 
the State committee or cease his activity 
in behalf of sound money. 

The committee which met tonight is par- 
ticularly blue regarding Gov. Matthews’ re- 
cent flop, as it officially sprung his name as 
a Presidential candidate two months ago, 
thinking he was opposed to the free silver 
heresy. There was some talk tonight of 
publicly announcing that they could not 
urge his candidacy. This move was finally 
regarded as too radical. Had it gone through 
it would have killed the old Democratic ma- 
chine in Indiana. 

It was decided to hold a big public meeting 
at English's Opera-House next week, at 
which prominent sound money speakers will 
appear.

CHURCH TEMPORALITIES. 


Considers the Matter of Where Titles 
Should Rest So as to Best Guard 
Their Security to the Church—Min- 
isterial Relief Committee Reports 
on the Mariner and Amount of Ex- 
penditures for the Aid of Disabled 
Ministers and Their Families. 
Saratoga, N. Y., May 23.—[Speclal.I— The 
Presbyterian General Assembly held only 
one session today. The Rev. Dr. Thomas 

Logan of Springfield, III., conducted the 

évotional exercises. The report of the spe- 
cial Committee on Church Unity and the 
further consideration of young people's so- 
cleties were made special orders for Mon- 
day. 

The Rev. Dr. George B. Stewart of Har- 

risburg, Pa., submitted the report of the 
standing Committee on Ministerial Relief. 
The board is twenty years old and has 795 
families to care for as follows: Ministers, 
815; widows of ministers, 427; orphan fami- 
Nes of ministers, 20; women missionaries, 3; 
one widow of a medical missionary; and 
twenty who are at the ministers’ house, 
Perth Amboy, N. J., im lieu of receiving 
an‘sappropriation in money. Of these 05 are 
new names, 49 have been removed from the 
roll by death—37 ministers, 11 widows, and 
lorphan. .- 

The total of appropriations last year, in- 
cluding the expense of the ministers’ house 
at Perth Amboy, was $166,735.07. This sum, 
distributed among the 795 families upon the 
roll, would give an average of $210. The 
maximum appropriation to any one family 
is $300. The entire cash receipts from all 
sources last year were $228,197.51, and the 
expense of administration was less than 5 
per ceut. 
| The recommendations of the committee 
were adopted that $200,000 be raised during 
the year for the board, and also that thé 
Kiev.

elected trustees. 


Regarding Church Temporalities. 


The further consideration of the report 
of the special Committee on Church Tem- 
poralities came up as a special order, and 
occupied substantially the balance of the 
session. 

Thomas McDougall of Cincinnati, O., took 
the platform and addressed the assembly 
at length. He made various serious criti- 
cisms on the report, holding that the church 
government recognized only ministers, 
elders, and deacons. He thought it high time 
that the property of the Presbyterian Church 
should be safeguarded and held for the 
purposes for which it is given. Legislation 
should be adopted for the interest of the 
‘congregations yet to be formed, which are 
being organized at the rate of one a day. 
Mr. McDougall read a lengthy opinion of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
declaring that the General Assembly is the 
power over all, and Mr. McDougall added: 
“I accept this decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States as setting forth 
my position.” 0 

He held this view of the civil law was in 
accord with the constitution of the Presby- 
terlan Church. Mr. McDougall added that 
the General Assembly, not being a legal 
entity, cannot take to itself and hold itself 
property; it can only do so through agencies.

The Rev. C. J. Little described episcopal 
residences abroad as a snare and a delusion.

So far as India was concerned, the mis- 
sionary Bishop had been a most pronounced 
success. No greater wrong could be done 
to the Church of Christ than to destroy the 
missionary episcopacy, which had been s0 
successsful during the last eight years. 

Graw thought that a missionary Bishop 
to Africa was all that should be appointed 
by this conference. He had yet to learn 
that representatives from foreign lands had 
asked for them. 

The Rev. Frank M. Bristol of Chicago op- 
posed the appointment of any missionary 
Bishops at all. His objections were based 
on the ground that the expense was un- 
justifiable in the present state of church 
finances.

The great chorus was 


DEATH IS DEALT 10 DOGS. | 


Tuo SAVAGE BRUTES ARE KILLED 
BY THE POLICE

Result of the Laceration of Little Vir- 
ginia Hereley—Danger to the Pub- 
lic from Unmuzzied Animals Will 
Cause the Matter to Be Taken Up by 
the City Council—Provisions of Ald. 
Maltby’s Ordinance—Fancliers Say 
It Will Have Exterminating Effect, 

Two savage bulldogs, owned by. Matron 
Korth of the Sheffield Avenue Police Station, 
were shot to death by policemen at 6 o’clock 
last night. 

It was one of these ferocious brutes which 
attacked 2-year-old Virginia Hereley, daugh- 
ter of M. B. Hereley, No. 90 Pine street, on 
May 10, and lacerated the side of her face in 
a shocking manner. The shooting of the two 
animals was witnessed by several hundred 
people. 

One of the dogs escaped after a shot had 
been fired at it und ran to its home, where a 
dozen shots were required to end its life. 

The story of the.attack of the dogs on the 
little girl has been told. The child was at 
play on the sidewalk near her home when a 
16-year-old boy came along with the two dogs 
under leash. One of them sprang upon the 
little girl and tore the flesh from one side of 
her face. The father of the child heard her 
shrieks and springing through the window 
rescued her. The boy, who is a son of the 
matron, was unable to control the animals 
and they escaped and ran home. The very 
best of care and surgical skill saved the little 
girl’s life. 

As soon as possible Mr. Hereley set about

The offending dogs tugged at the leash with 
such strength that the boy could scarcely 
hold thern. The dogs were fine specimens of 
their breed and any owner or — fancier 
would have regretted seeing them killed. The 
boy led the dogs into an alley west of the Chi- 
cago Avenue Station where Lieut. Robert 
Loughran took the leush of one of the brutes 
while the other was led around to an alley in 
the rear of the station. 

As the Lieutenant placed himself fn front 
of the animal and leveled his revolver full in 
its face the dog seemed to know what was 
coming, for it cowered and rolled upon the 


ground in the most abject manner. 


head full to the front again and there was an 
explosion. With a yelp the dog bounded 
into the air and tugged at the 
leash. The bullet had punctured the unimal's 
nose from a point in front of the eyes and 
lacerated its mouth. 

Wounded Dog Escapes. 


The second shot was no more effectual, and 
this time the struggles of the animal were 
such as to slip the leash over its head, and 
it turned to run north out of the alley. 


The crowd at the en- 
trange of the alley and on the street gave the 
wounded animal plenty of room, and it ran to 
the basement of its owner near the corner of 
La Salle and Chicago avenue. The entrance 
doors to the basement were closed and the 
wounded brute crouched in a corver of the 
area, seven feet below the level of the side- 
walk.

A pistol shot from the alley in the rear of 
the police station signified the instant death 
of the other dog, and the police then turned 
their attention to the. wounded animal in the 
basement area. a 

The stairway leading down was barred, and 
when the animal saw an officer with a revolver 
itran to another corner and tried to hide 
itself, The first shot only grazed 
and enraged it, and it sprang upward 
against tue wall of the area, a distance of 
five feet, smearing the stones with blood. The 
policeman who was doing the shooting emp- 
tied his revolver, and still the dog was alive. 

Then Mr. Herely, who had been an interest- 
ed spectator, offered his revolver, and the shot 
which put an end to the dog’s life was firéd. 

As the animal turned on its side and its 
muscles relaxed in death Mr. Hereley said:

HELD UP ON HIS BICYCLE. 


ALBERT PARKER ROBBED BY THREE 
FOOTPADS AT NIGHT. 


Superintendent of One of the Harvey 
Manufacturing Concerns Waylaid 
While Indulging in a Moonlight 
Ride Between His Town and Blue 
Island — Tied Hand and Foot, 
Thrown Into a Ditch, and the Tires 
of His Wheel Cut by Highwaymen. 

By cleverly cutting the tire of his bicycle 
three highwaYmen abruptly stopped the 
pleasure ride of Albert Parker, a Harvey 
citizen, at 10 o’clock on Friday night. Then 
they covered him with revolvers after the 
established fashion and rifled his pockets 
of a gold watch and $8. And lastly they 
bound him with ropes and threw him over 
a miniature precipice eight feet high while 
they made off with their booty. 

They left the useless wheel, however, for 
their victim to carry back to his home, three 
miles distant, when he finally worked him- 
self loose after passing an hour on the cold 
ground. 

Parker is the Superintendent of the Har- 
vester King Manufacturing company of 
Harvey and is one of the most enthusiastic 
wheelman in that town. So he started off 
alone on Friday night for his customary 
constitutional on his bicycle. 

Turns Toward Home. 

It began to get cold and he turned toward 
home after a short spin to Blue Island. He 
had reached Western avenue and was jog- 
ging along leisurely when he had to make 
way for a group of scorchers, who were 
hastening along at a breakneck speed. Then 
came another batch, and another, and an- 
other. 

Parker thought to himself he would have 
company at frequent intervals on his home- 
ward journey, and he went more slowly. 
He regretted this afterwards. 

There was no one in sight when he slowed 
up to cross a roadside bridge. Just as his 
wheel touched the road again three masked 
men Jumped from under cover of some trees 
and commanded him to stop and hold up 
his hands. Parker did not do it. He had 
confidence in his wheel and so he spurted 
ahead and told the men to get out of the 
way. 

One of the men drew a sharp knife and 
Slashed quickly at the tire of the wheel. 
The knife’ripped open the rubber, the air es- 
caped, and the wheel was useless. But even 
then the men wanted to make sure of their 
victim and two of them covered Parker 
with revolvers and with an oath ordered him 
to shell out and be quick about it.’’ 

This time Parker obeyed. He handed them 
his gold watch, $8, and some small change. 
They even mulcted him of a few trifles in 
The men then politely informed 
him he might keep his wheel, and glancing 
at the ripped tire added jokingly that it was 
of no use to them.

Parker bade them good night. But one 
of them brought out some rope from his 
pocket and Parker’s hands and then his 
feet were bound Then one pushed him over 
as if he were a dummy.

Cineinnati's Musical Week Proves a 
Success in Every Way—Ann Arbor 
Festival Is Also Completed. 


Cincinnati, O., May 23.—{Special.J—The 
twelfth biennial May festival is over. On 
the whole the general impression seems to be 
that this festival has been the best musically 


that Cincinnati has ever had. 

There are a number of rumors afloat to the 
effect that the next biennial will be given 
under different auspices, both musical and 
managerial. The report that Mr. W. L. 
3lumenschein had sent in his resignation to 
the Board of Management was today post- 
tively denied by the President of the May 
Festival Association, William Hobart. The 
rumor is that his resignation was caused by 
the unfavorable press comments on the work 
of the chorus. 

Financially the results are satisfactory, 
the total receipts for the seven concerts be- 
ing in the immediate neighborhood of 
$41,000, while the expenses, including all 
running expenses for the last two years, 
amount to less than $40,000, showing a’small 
margin to the good, which is more than the 
management dared to expect. 

The two closing coneerts of the series were 
given today, being the best attended of any. 
The afternoon program opened with an 
orchestral number, Berlioz’s “ Carnival 


from the Damnation of Faust,” by the 
same composer, sung by Miss Brema, with 
feeling and beauty of tone color. 
lowed Dvorak’s New World“ symphony, 
which was given a characteristic and effect- 
ive rendition, by Mr. Thomas and his or- 
chestra. Miss Brema then sang a selection 
from C. Villiers Stanford's Veiled Proph- 
et“ most charmingly. 

The orchestra then played the well known 
“Oberon” overture, followed by Frau Lohse- 
Klafsky singing the scene and air.from the

OLD SHIP CANAL STORY REVAMPED. 


Cut-Off from the Lake to the River 
Along Twenty-third Street De- 
clared Impracticable in 1888, 


Chicago is not likely to have a ship canal 
or a new river across the South Side from 
the lake to the present channel on the line of 
Twenty-third street, as a morning paper 
would lead the public to suppose. The story 
printed was a revamping of an old sugges- 
tion made as early as 1888. The project was 
then reported adversely to the government 
after the route had been thoroughly investi- 
ga ted. 

It was one of five plans for a cut off that 
were considered at that time. One of these 
was at Sixteenth street, another was at 
Twenty-third street, and still another was at 
Forty-third street. All these lines were ex- 
amined by Maj. Marshall and found imprac- 
ticable for navigation purposes. Another 
route north of Lincoln Park was planned, 
connecting with the North Branch of the river. 
The latest scheme for a cut-off placed the 
channel in Midway Plaisance. 

All these plans have been abandoned for 
the reason that the engineers who surveyed 
the rgutes-did not consider them feasible. 
Blue prints of the route outlined in the story 
printed yesterday morning have been in ex- 
istence since September, 1888, and were 
shown yesterday as proof that the latest 
project was simply a chapter of ancient 
history. 

All the vessel-men are thoroughly disgatis- 
fied with the existing state of things in the 
river, but they do not see how the cut-off at 
Twenty-third street will in any wise help to 
relieve them. It is believed the cut-off at 
that point would heip the drainage scheme 
by furnishing the required amount of water 
to carry away the city sewage, but would 
not solve the problem with which the vessel- 
men are confronted. Such a cut-off, it is 
said, would necessitate the establishing of a 
new shipping district, which would be diffi- 
cult at enty-third street. 

That the Drainage Trustees will have to 
devise some plan for supplying the new chan- 
nel with a greater flow of water than the 
river will afford, incumbered as it is with the 
shipping, is generally admitted. A cut-off 
at any of the points that have been under 
consideration since 1888 would serve the pur- 
pose of the trustees, but it is thought would 
be of little use as a ship canal. The trusteds 
have the right to condemn a line wherever 
they choose, but they would have to pay for 
all the property taken, and it is thought the 
extra supply of water can be obtained by a 
channel at some point where the cost would 
not be so excessive.

BADGE AND BARS THAT ARE INTRO- 
DUCTION THE WORLD OVER. 


— 


They Mark the Memderz Of the Cent- 
ury Road Club of America, Which 
Has Centurions in Every State, En- 
gland, Canada, France, and Ger- 
many—Each Bar Means 100 Miies 
in Fourteen Hours—Club Was Orig- 
inated in Chicago. 


Can you ride 100 miles in fourteen hours? 

If so, I would advise you to join the Century 
Road Club ot America. 

The badge of the club, with as many pend- 
ant bars as the bearer has ground out cent- 
uries, always attracts attention, and pro- 
claims, if not the veteran wheelman, at least 
one who has ridden a bit. 

The Century Road Club of America was 
first organized and chartered under the name 
of the Century Road Club of Chicago, and 
as the club grew both in popularity and 
numbers, to be the first cycling organiza- 
tion in the United States, next to the League 
of American Wheelmen, the name was 
changed to the present one. 

The present organization probably owes 
its existence to Billy”’ Hetrick, known 
from one end of the country to the other 
as the “Only Herrick.” Mr. Herrick is 
Chief Centurion of the organization (a life 
office), which honor is rightly paid him for 
his services in the past. 

The Century Road Club of Chicago was or- 
ganized some five years ago by an old-time 
Chicago crowd of cyclists, mostly members 
of the Lincolns of the North Side, who were 
in the habit of hustling off by themselves 
each Sunday and making centuries. This 
was in the cushion tire days. 

One day in June, in 1801, some one sug- 
gested forming a century club, and six or 
eight weeks later, in August of the same 
year, the Century Road Club of Chicago 
was given birth and chartered under the 
laws of the State of Illinois. There were 
fourteen charter members—R. G. Betts, now 
one of the editors of the Wheel of this sity; 
F. W. Gerald, an ex-Chief Consul of the IIli- 
nois Division of the League of American 
Wheelmen; Fred E. McCune of Boston; 
J. E. Temple, C. P. Root, Joe Guinea, “ Billy“ 
Herrick, and several other well-known 
wheelmen, 


First Annual Run. 


The first annual century of the club was 
over the Elgin-Aurora course Sept. 12, 1801, 
and over 140 riders turned out, with 112 
finishing. Among the latter were several 
ladies. From this time onward the century 
fever struck Chicago, and the club gained 
many members. In applying for a charter 
the members of the club stated that the ob- 
ject of the organization was to promote road 
riding and road racing, entirely dissimilar 
to the League of American Wheelmen, which 
only recognizes trdck work and track rec- 
ords, while the Century Road club only rec- 
ognizes road work and road records. 

At the end of two years the club had about 
600 members, and the total of expenses of 
getting them had been a little over $80. 
When ‘the officers were elected Mr. Herrick 
was enabled to turn over to the Treasurer 
some $600. At this time there were about 
1,000 members, and now the club is over 4,000 
strong. The first national officers of Cent- 
ury Road club were as follows: President, 
W. A. Skinkle of Cleveland; Vice-President, 
Dr. Milton Keim of Philadelphia; Second 
Vice-President, L. J. Berger of Chicago; 
Chief Centurion, W. Herrick of Chicago; 
22 W. M. Brewster of St. Joseph,

First Woman Member. 


The first woman to join the club was Mrs. 
F. E. MecCune, wife of Mr. F. E. McCune 
of Elgin, now of Boston, and one of the 
club’s original members. Mrs. McCune rode 
only two centuries, ill health preventing fur- 
ther rides. The organization now includes 
nearly 100 women, among them being Miss 
Haggerty and Miss Porter of Chicago, both 
of whom have over thirty bars. Miss Mar- 
garet Kirkwood of Boston was, I believe, 
the second woman to join the club, and was 


the first State centurion of Massachusetts, 


being my predecessor. Although she has not 
ridden for two years, now being a devoted 
trap shooter, she has a bracelet which she 
wears which is made of her badge and 
twenty-eight bars, which at that time was 
the woman’s record for the club. 

The elub is now large and extensive, with 
centurions in every State, England, Ca 
France, and Germany, and it may well be 
added without exaggeration that a Century 
Road club badge is as much of an intre- 
duction as a Masonic charm. 

This year the club is larger and stronger 
than ever, and, to a practical degree, while 
it does not sanction road racing, controls it. 
The organization recognizes all road records 
from five miles up, given distances between 
two points, and local course records. The 
club offers, through its State centurions 
this year, valuable die medals to the mem- 
bers in each of the State divisions who ob- 
tain either the largest mileage or ride the 
greatest number of centuries.’ This is open 
only to the members in each State. Besides 
this the club offers yearly the following com- 
petitive awards: For meritorious rides, a 
bronze die medal; greatest individual 
mileage, M. & W. gold medal, value 850; 
best. individual century record, diamond 
medal, value $50; greatest club century rec- 
ord, club banner. The individual century 
record was won last year by W. A. Rubey 
of Louisville, Ky., who ground out ninety- 
two centuries within the year, while R. E. 
O'Connor of Chicago won the greatest in- 
dividual mileage medal with 14,178 miles to 
his credit. 

This year the Century Road club intends, 
if possible, to grow more than ever, and be- 
sides the awards I have mentioned, medals 
will be offered by almost every State centu- 
rion for the greatest mileage, and largest 
number of centuries ridden. It is thought 
thet this will serve to awaken a lively local 
interest in each State division.

MAKES HICKORY HANDLE BARS. 


Novelty Which Is Said to Have Several 
Advantage. 

The latest novelty in handle-bars is a pair 
made of wood with the usual cork handles. 
In these the upright post going down into 
the head is made of tubing in the common 
manner, but the cross-bar is of selected 
hickory and not much larger than the usual 
size of steel. Riders who have used the new 
device say it greatly lessens the jar on the 
arms, especially on a rough road, and be- 
sides removes considerable weight. One 
drawback which must exist is the fact that 
the new wooden handle-bars are not capable 
of the many positions which it is now pos- 
sible to obtain with the adjustable type now 
on the market. ‘

RACERS ASK FOR THEIR PRIZES. 


Crowd at Tattersall’s Sees a Repetition 
of Last Week’s Row. 

Another row occurred at Tattersall’s last 
night. The band started the fun by hav- 
ing Constables Gibson and Kelly serve a 
writ of attachment on the managers and 
levying on the track. George Greenhall, the 
bandamaster, said that $135 was due him, 
but Mr. Case said that he owed him but $60.

About 
this time the small crowd of about 300 
spectators began thinking they were 
not going to see the races they had 
paid their money to see. A 
delegation of twenty or more 
went to the box office and demanded in un- 
mistakable terms that their money be re- 
funded. Case, who was in the box office, 
tried to persuade them to return to their 
seats, saying the races would soon begin. 
This, however, did not suit them, and soon 
the place was filled with cries of We want 
our money!” Give us back our money!“ 
and were kept up so vigorously Case had to 
close the box office window and return to 
the office in the room behind. 

The crowd could do nothing more, so 
some went back to their seats and others 
left. 

Mr. Case found Gerlach in the main office 
and told him he did not want to disappoint 
the people on the inside and did not have 
enough money in the box office to refund 
to all on the inside, as some were deadheads. 
He then gave bond in the sum of $600 to 
Fred Gerlach, promising to pay all the 
money and prizes won during the meet.

ULLMAN LOSES IN Sr. LOUIS FIGHT. 


Blitzen’s Sister Easily Captures the 
Debutante Stakes. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 23.—[Special.]J—The 

row between Ullman & Co. and the St. Louis 


Fair Association over the way the betting 


ring is to be conducted came to a crisis to- 
day, and the Fair Association revoked its 
contract with Ullman, took posséssion of 
the ring, and placed George Bennett, the 
Memphis bookmaker, in charge as manager. 

The new trouble was caused by Ullman & 
Co. refusing to make the second payment 
of $9,000 due under the contract unless he 
had a guarantee that the association would 
not interfere with his management of the 
ring. This guarantee the association re- 
fused to give, but, on the other hand, in- 
sisted that any reputable bookmaker must 
be allowed to cut in for $100 per day. Ul- 
man declined to allow this, and the ring was 
then given to Bennett, Barney Schrieber 
buying the field and combination book priv- 
ileges. Bennett hung a slip for bookmakers 
to sign at $100 per day. Ullman wrote bn the 
list: Under protest of Ullman & Co.“ This 
Bennett scratched out, and Ullman hung 
up a list of his own. Valle Reyburn, at- 
torney for the association, announced that 
all bookmakers drawing on would be under 
the protection of the Fair Association, which 
would furnish lawyers in case Ullman tried 
to make any trouble. Thirteen drew in on 
Bennett’s list and two on Ullman's list. 
Bennett’s patrons got the booths. 

Ullman seems to be entirely without re- 
course, as in the injunction proceedings 
Judge Flitcraft held he had no standing in 
court. The association still holds 514,000 
of his money, which it will retain as an 
indemnity fund to guarantee that their re- 
ceipts will be up to the amount bid by Ull- 
man & Co.

Explains His Action in a Letter to the 
Members of the Organization, in 
Which He Scores the Masical Di- 
rector, W. L. Tomlins, for Interfer- 
ing in the Business Affairs of the 
Body—The Latter Replies at Length, 
Defending His Course. 

There is discord instead of harmony in the 
ranks of the Apollo club, and as a conse- 
quence Arthur Heurtley, elected President of 
the organization two weeks ago, has sent his 
resignation to the board of management, re- 
questing that it be accepted at once. 

President Heurtley’s resignation is the di- 
rect result of the fight made almost annually 
since the organization of the club on Musical 
Director William L. Tomlins, who, it is said, 
is a thorn in the side of the men who conduct 


the business affairs of the club. 

The document in which Mr. Heurtley trans- 
mits his resignation is also an elaborate ex- 
planation of his views on the Tomlins ques- 
tion,“ and is as follows: 

To the Members of the Apollo Musical 
Ciub: The annual meeting has made clear to 
me that to all intents and purposes the Apollo 
club has ceased to be a_self-govern ng body, 
and in its place stands Mr. William L. Tom- 
lins, the sole arbiter of its destiny. 
“The vote given the officers at the election 
showed a spirit of petty spite and revenge in 
some quarters that I“tonfess was not alto- 
gether looked for. Such active participation 
in the club electioneering by the musical di- 
rector as has been an annual occurrence in 
the club’s life for several years past cannot 
fail in the future as it has not failed in the 
past to produce lamentable results and an at- 
mosphere constantly full of suspicion and ac- 
cusation. The club’s musical work for the 
two years preceding the last season was of a 
very indifferent character, degeneruatiug into 
concerts positively bad—wituess the Israel 
in Egypt concert of last year and others. 
Who was responsible for these concerts, which 
were admittedly musical failures? Who is 
musically responsible for all the elub's con- 
certs? | 

Thomas and the Faust Concert. 


„Regarding the Faust concert, [desire to 
say that Mr. Thomas was not engaged over 
and in spite of the protest of Mr. ‘lomlins. 
Mr. Tomlins did not protest, either to myself 
or to any member of the board, so far as I 
can learn, against the engagement of Mr. 
Thomas for this performance. As can’ be 
proved by the records of the club, the matter 
was left by the Board of Management entirely 
in Mr. Tomlins' hands to do in the matter as 
he, in his judgment, should best determine. 
If he desired to conduct the concert he was free 
to do so—if he desired to invite Mr. Thomas, 
he was equally free to do that, and the result 
was that he invited Mr. Thomas. 

„As I stated at the annual meeting, I do 
not propose to go into the merits of the rela- 
tive abilities otf Mr. Thomas and Mr. Tom- 
lins to conduct orchestral work. The musical 
critics can judge and have judged of them 
better than I can. It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Thomas’ name should have been brought into 
this matter; but for this the responsibility 
rests upon Mr. Tomlins, not on myself, 

e do not feel that I can retain my office with 
self-respect. I do not care to be merely a figure- 
head moving only at the will of another, with 
the threat constantly held up that if Mr. Tom- 

lins is not pleased with what is being done 

there will be trouble. There is not room 
enough for two heads in any organization, 
and the President of the Apollo club should be 
its President in fact as well as name.“ 

The scene at the annual meeting, to which 
Mr. Heurtley refers, was the electioneering 
for Mr. Tomlins done by the women mem- 
bers of the club, who were once deprived of 
the privilege of voting, but through Mr. 
Tomlins’ influence had it restored to them. 
This branch of the membership has always 
been a hearty supporter of the musical di- 
rector. 

The present disaffection will, it is said, re- 
sult in the withdrawal of a large number of 
male voices from the chorus. 


What Mr. Tomlins Says. 


Prof. Tomlins was reluctant to talk of the 
matter last evening, but finally spoke con- 
cerning Mr. Heurtley's letter as follows: 

It is true that I have felt and chafed 
under the encroaching policy and autocratic 
methods of tne late boards of management; 
and it is true that numbers of the club mem- 
bers have also been critical along these lines. 
A few weeks before the annual meeting a 
committee appointed by Mr. Heurtley brought 
forward for consideration a revised set 
of by-laws which aroused suspicion 
and general indignation throughout the 
club. Some of the women of 
the club submitted a copy of these by-laws to 
prominent lawyers in this city asking their 
professional opinion. These opinions pro- 
nounced the proposed by-laws as unnecessary 
for any worthy purpose, and at the same time 
it was also pointed out that they could become 
a source of danger and imperil the club’s wel- 


are. 

The vote of the club at the following elec- 
tion was certainly notcomplimentury to those 
of the old officers seeking reélection. ‘But it 
was generally understood to be a reproof of 
the policy of the old Board of Management. 
That Mr. Heurtley should accept it as a per- 
sonal rather than an official criticism: is en- 
tirely a matter of his own feeling. 


Objects to Thomas Leading. 


In regard to Mr. Thomas conducting an 
Apollo concert: I have for twenty years from 
time to time prepared choruses for his direct- 
ing; willing to take my place in the ranks 
and sing under him. I ard him as the 
foremost living orchestral director. But 
while holding to this opinion I am not without 
self respect in regard to my own’ professional 
position. And I object to Mr. Thomas. lead- 
ing a choral work at an Apollo club concert 
while I am its director if, by inuendo or 
direct statement that fact is used, as it has 
been, to question my ability and undermine 
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believe, with Mr. Hurley, that the Presi- 
dent should be President in fact as in name. 
The question is what is the dividing line be- 
tween his duties and those of the musical 
director. I believe that the President and 
Board of Management, having engaged a 
musical director, should give him authority 
and loyal support and when he forfeits their 
confidence dismiss him. In the face of an 
almost unanimous vote of confidence at the 
last annual meeting I do not feel called upon 
to resign my 88 On the contrary, I 
assert that in a first-class choral organization 
loyalty to and sympathy with the director, 
no less than qualifications of voice and musi- 
cal intelligence, are perquisites to success. 


FATAL EXPLOSION ON A STEAMER 


Three Men Are Fatally Injured on the 
Rhoda Stewart. ) 

Alpena, Mich., May 23.—One of the large 
flues in the boiler of the steamer Rhoda 
Stewart exploded off Presque Isle this 
morning. Three of its crew were fatally 
scalded, and two have since died. The dead 
were Henry Kesten, second engineer, and 
Robert McNorton, fireman; Court Schrader, 
a deckhand, was fatally injured. 

The life-saving crew from Middle Island 
responded to the signals of distress from the 
Stewart, and took off the injured men. They 
were made as comfortable as possible at 
the life-saving station until the passenger 
Steamer City of Alpena passed, when they 
were placed on board. Kesten died on his 
way to Cheboygan and McNorton died after 
being landed there. The Stewart was not 
badly damaged and was. brought in‘ by the 
tug John Owen.

NEW CUTTERS PLEASE CAPT. DIT. 


Commander of the Calumet Declares 
a Better Patrol Is Needed on 
the Great Lakes, 


Capt. John Derinett of the government 
revenue cutter Calumet said yesterday the 
new cutters would perform a necessary and 
long-needed service. They need not be war 
boats, he said, but the question of patrolling 
the harbors of the principal cities of the 
lakes had become a matter of some concern 
to commerce, Chicago alone had a water 
front of twenty-six miles and the protection 
to receivers and shippers of goods was inad- 
equate to the growing demands of trade. 

He said Chicago was lacking in harbor 
police in comparison with other shipping 
cities and he thought there should be an in- 
crease of the revenue force here and else- 
where on the lakes. The Calumet has no 
present armament except a few revolvers, 
but on July 1 it will receive a Drigg®> 
Schroeder rapid firing gun and a further 
equipment of small arms. 

There is a constantly increasing demand 
for government supervision of the lake 
ports,“ said Capt. Dennett, and there 
seems a proper call for an increase in the 
cutter service.“

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GEN. CLUSERET TALKS OF AMERICA, 


Frenchman Admires This Country and 
the Monroe Doctrine. 

In a recent number of Patrie, a daily news- 
pa per of Paris, which has been for the last 
fifty years the representative organ of 
French patriotism, Gen. Cluseret has pub- 
lished a leader of special interest to Ameri- 
cans. He knows them most intimately, for 
when he was an officer in the French army 
he came to the United States and enlisted in 
the ranks of the Union army, as Lafayette 
did in the last century. Cluseret is an old 
man now anda Deputy in the French Cham- 
ber, after having been Minister of War in 


the Paris Commune. But he has remained an | 


enthusiastic friend and admirer of the North 


American ‘Republic, of which he says while 


writing about the Monroe doctrine: 

From the Patagonians to the Canadians, 
all nations in America since the Mexican 
affair and that of Venezuela are convinced 
of the necessity of the Monroe doctrine as 
enforced by the United States. 

Make no mistake about the Yankee char- 
acter. I had plenty of time to study it dur- 
ing the four years of the rebellion. Among 
those 2,000,000 volunteers gathered around 
the naticnal flag, in the most varied circum- 
stances and often under the influence of de- 
feat, I was a witness of their superhuman 
energy, their unshaken ‘ sang froid,’ their 
absolute confidence of success, based upon 
the indomitable character of the Yankee. 
Never one hour of discouragement after the 
two disasters of Bull Run—and they were 
disasters indeed—not a shadow of emotion. 
Begin again!’ was the cry. And they began 
again, until success, based upon the com- 
plete annihilation of the enemy, could put 
into the mouth of Brother Jonathan the fina! 
All right!’ 

And note what had not been sufficiently 
noted—that the United States alone has not 
acquiesced in the decree of the Brussels 
congress, and that they alone are free to 
maintain privateering. The Yankee is not, 
like the European, enslaved by centuries of 
civilization and oppression, incapable of in- 
dividual initiative. The ‘avis Americanus,’ 
which has taken the place of the ‘ civis Ro- 
manus,’ will never have that essentially 
Latin conception—that is: to look helplessly 
toward his government. He is himself and 
that is enough. The government is there 
only to protect and encourage individual 
initiative and to make by the Monroe doc- 
trine the ensemble, that is the country, re- 
spected. I wish that there was a Monree 
doctrine in France and men capable of ap- 
plying it.”

In fact, they advised him against making the 
appointment. Their action is not based on 
any hostility to Mr. Kerr, nor do they doubt 
his ability to fill the position, but they be- 
lieve for the good of Mayor Swift’s adminis- 
tration it would be better policy to leave the 
Health Commissioner in the office which he 
has administered so successfully and ap- 
point a new man Commissioner of Public 
Works. 

They give several reasons for this belief. 
In the first place they say the removal of the 
Health Commissioner from his present office 
would open up the old and acrimonious fight 
which the doctors made when Mayor Swift 
appointed a layman to the office. The doc- 
tors asserted that the installation of a non- 
professional man in the office would result 
disastrously to the general health of Chi- 
cago, and that epidemics would run riot 
through the city. The excellent manner in 
which Mr. Kerr has performed his duties and 
the success with which he has met all ques- 
tions coming before him show that their 
fears were unfounded. Nevertheless, should 
the proposed change be made, the doctors 
would doubtless seize the opportunity to re- 

en the fight. 

8 — advanced was that it 
would be much better policy to make 
changes in only one important department 
instead of two. With new men at the head 
of the Public Works and Health Depart- 
ments it would be some time before both 
would be thoroughly familiar with their 
duties. But with one change public busi- 
ness would be facilitated to that extent. 

The name of Joseph Downey, the present 
Commissioner of Buildings, was favorably 
mentioned among others as a good man for 
Commissioner of Public Works. He has 
made a fortune in the contracting business, 
and his present official position is a clear case 
of the office seeking the man and not the 
man the effice. He is thoroughly familiar 
with all phases of the work which comes 
within the Department of Public Works, 
and as a practical contractor and builder 
would be able, so those who advocate his 
appointment say, to conduct the affairs of 
the office with a knowledge born of practical 
experience. 

Then again it is said his transposition 
from the office he now holds would not in- 
volve anywhere near the amount of trouble 
and attendant anxiety which would result 
from the proposed change in the Health De- 
partment.

ERN JOINT TRAFFIC TRUST. 


Lake Pool, Which the Trunk Lines 
Control, Forces Business to Seek 
Other Routes Where Lower Rates 
Can Be Obtained — Differentials 
Cause Cheaper Outlets for South- 
western and Illinofs and Iowa 
Points—St.. Louis and Twin Cities, 

East-bound freight traffic from Chicago, 
poth by the lake and the railroad lines, is 
lighter at present than it has been at this 
season for several years past.

London, May 23.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Times.]—What strikes one 
most about the great pageant at Moscow is 
the novel effect it is producing on the imagi- 
na tion of outside nations. No one seems be- 
fore to have realized what a colossal thing 
Russia really is or what prodigious results 
must follow when she begins to move about. 
Visitors there report with curious unanimity 
the discovery that the Russians believe they 
are on the point of becoming a match for all 
Western Europe, quite by themselves, and in- 
dependent of all others. They say the 
French entente may be useful for the mo- 
ment, but they shall not need it much longer, 
and certainly will pay no price forit. Every- 
body noted that the excessive ostentation of 
the foppery of the French Republic’s repre- 
gentation at Moscow is being sneered at and 
derided by the Russians. Poor Paris fancied 
4 that it was going to make such a hit with 
its imperial carriages and gorgeous Louis 
Quinze paraphernalia, but even the Moujiks 
grin and nudge each other at the spectacle, 
and it is the principal joke of the upper class 
Russians. The contrast forced itself on 
every one yesterday, when Mr. Breckenridge 
and his American suite went in simple citi- 
zen’s attire to the diplomatic reception 
given by the Czar, while the French Ambas- 
sador filled the street with a bedizened 
cortége of more than imperial pretensions. 
Correspondents of the London papers de- 
* scribe the Russians as noting this distinc- 
tion in republics with sardonic comments, 
all to the disadvantage of their allies. 


Czar’s Reign Is Beclouded. 


The Czar reveals himself as a pallid. and 
nervous figure, overwhelmed by either ill- 
ness or settled depression. On all sides are 
heard reports that he is in failing health. 

The young Czarina’s gayety is suspected 
to be forced. She has the true grit and 
courage of her maternal race, in which the 
women at least still deserve to be called 
“the fighting Guelphs,“ and she will make 
a stout struggle to maintain her position: 
but I fancy clouds are gathering round the 
new reign. Both Nicholas and his wife are 
eager to show in small things their affection 
for England, but the Russian Foreign Office 
is moving implacably in the other direction, 
and they are powerless to stop it. It is un- 
derstood in Berlin that very soon the elderly 
Grand Duke Michael, who is the only im- 
portant liberalizing force in the dynastic 
sircle, is to retire from his post of President 
of the Council of State and is to be succeed- 
ed by his nephew, Vladimir, the Czar's 
eldest uncle. No change could be more elo- 
quent of reaction than this. There are the 
usual stories of great reforms, amnesties, 
and so forth, to be announced after the 
coronation, and it is particularly specified 
that the burden of press censorship is to be 
measurably lightened. It is true the Rus- 
sian papers during the last six months have 
enjoyed astonishing freedom, and it is pos- 
sible some ukase is intended to confirm this 
liberty, but I doubt if this or any other 
amelioration will be permanent. The drift 
in Russia is the other way.

Writes Dillon Down as Asinine. 

Why John Dillon, however, should have 
selected this as an occasion for martyrdom 
it would puzzle anybody to say.

England Is Going to Grass. 

Agricultural returns issued last night for 
1895 reveal some remarkable facts. The 
wheat acreage has diminished by 510,000 
acres in a single year. The total diminution 
since 1875 has been just under 2,000,000 acres, 
of which two-thirds were in the last five years, 
leaving now less than 150,000 acres all told. 
To some extent barley and fruit have taken 
the place of wheat, but the great bulk of the 
land has gone to grass. Notwithstanding 
this dead meat imports continue to mount up 
over 600,000 tons, of which three-fifths came } 
in from the United States, last year. 

The total annual imports of wheat and 
flour have now reached the tremendous fig- 
ure of $150,000,000. 

When, however, it is realized that the 
brush farmers are so unenterprising as to 
allow $20,000,000 worth of foreign eggs to be 
brought into the count yearly simply be- 
cause they will not bother with poultry it is 
difficult to get up any deep sympathy for 
them, n 


Enterprise of London Newspapers. 

The great Ferris wheel, now at the Colon- 
ial Exhibition here, has been misbehaving. 
It stuck with sixty imprisoned passengers 
all through a cold, foggy night. The epi- 
sode has a phase which will not be com- 
mented on hefe. The only morning paper 
having the news was the Telegraph, which 
said that at an hour past midnight ‘the 
wheel was still stuck, It will hardly be 
credited in America, but at 1 o’clock the 
next afternoon the St. James’ Gazette and 
the Westminster Gazette appeared quoting 
the Telegraph’s account, without a single 
added word. The wheel is within four miles 
of their offices, and connected by telephone, 
yet it occurred to none in either office during 
the whole forenoon to inquire whether it 
had been set in motion again or not. 


Twain’s Humor Goes Astray. 

The Morning Post in a review of Mark 
Twain's Personal Recollections of Joan of 
Are“ expresses a cautious doubt whether 
Clemens is not really having a joke at the 
public’s expense. Such a conclusion, it 
Says, would be premature, but it feels that 
there would be a justifiable uncertainty on 
the part of many readers until the author 
has actually produced his original unpub- 
lished manuscript in the national archives 
of France for public inspection. 

It has been many years since London has 
had such a gory surfeit of sensational capital 
trials. Three men are to be hanged in New- 
gate on June 9 for two burglarious murders 
of peculiar atrocity, and yesterday Mrs. 
Dyer was sentenced to death for the sys- 
tematic destruction of homeless children 
placed with her by their parents. These 
children she strangled and threw into the 
Thames at Reading. She is supposed to 
have thus killed fifty or more of them. An 
effort was made to save her on the plea of 
insanity, but there would have been a uni- 
versal outcry if it had succeeded. Several 
other murder trials almost equally exciting 
will begin next week. 


Merits of Small-Bore Rifles. 

Again, the Mannlicher rifle has been used 
in earnest in Austria, this time in a labor 
riot near Rechenberg. Three soldiers fired 
one shot each and brought down seven peo- 
ple, one bullet actually killing two persons 
and badly wounding another. These recur-

But Mr. Hare seems to have 
understood America as well as he liked it, 
which is not invariably the case. He especially 
puts the railway traveling hotels and thea- 
ters far ahead of anything in England. 

The marvelously successful Japanese op- 
era The Geisha has been purchased for 
America by Augustin Daly.

It is freely asserted that the once-conquered 
Matabele were incited to take up arms by 
raids upon their villages and the slaughter 
of their cattle on the pretense of exterminat- 
ing contagious diseases; that Buluwayo has 
never been in danger of assault for the rea- 
son that the rebels themselves have never 
made nor contemplated aggressive move- 
ments, but are really hiding in the hills, 
and that the murder of settlers was only in 
reprisal for similar outrages on the natives. 

Although the telegraph lines and all 
sources of information are practically under 
the aboslute control of the Chartered com- 
pany, not a single cablegram has been re- 
ceived here giving actual and valid proof of 
Ihe existence of anything like real war 
there, while an official note published yes- 
terday declares only one Eritish soldier has 
been killed in action so far, several, how- 
ever, being reported as wounded.

they are still at work, while the farmers can 
do nothing but stand still and see their prop- 

rty destroyed. 

“The creature which is doing all the dam- 
age is a little more than an inchlong. Itisa 
worm in shape, its body being jointed. It 
has longitudinal stripes of light brown and 
dark brown, the darker stripes being double 
the width of the others. The front of the 
head is xinger colored. It looks much like the 


shade and ts not as thick as the other pest. 

Farmers of the infected townships met the 
other day and discussed the situation, but 
they could find no name for the devourer, ; 
nor could they devise any means for its de- 
struction. ‘They were all agreed it was not 
a cut-worm. 

John Holm said yesterday hé had driven all 
‘over the country lying about Worth, Home- 
wocd, and Blue Island, and everywhere the 
worm had leveled the growing grass. 

„ Wiae don’t know what to do about it,” he 
said. It has never been seen here before. 
The hay crop is doomed. The creature pie- 
fers timothy to any other kind. In a field 
which has timothy, orchard, and lawn 
grasses mixed the insects have just begun 
their work. For several yards the timothy 
is eaten, while the other grasses are left un- 
touched, though the creatures will begin 
over again eventually and eat the inferior 
growth. The loss amounts to thousands of 
dollars already, and I see nothing ahead but 
the total destruction of the crop. 

„The common cut-worm does its work at 
the roots of the grass, while this insect bites 
the blades off about one inch from the 

nd.“

sect was getting into the corn, which is just 
getting above the ground, and was treating 
that in much the same manner it did the 
grass.

Sorrows of the Austrians. 
The sorrows of one dynasty are a foil fon 
the glories of another. The death of Arch- 
duke Charles Louis leaves his son Ferd- © 
inand, who is incurably ill from pulmonary 
disease, the heir-presumptive to the Aus- 
trian throne, with Archduke Otto, the pleas- 
ure-loving, sporting squire, next in the line. 
The question of the succession to the throne 
of the conglomerate empire of two monarchs 
and eighteen States, with antagonistic races 
pulling in various directions, is fraught with 
danger, but the present Emperor has out- 
lived four heirs already and, while he is an 
unhappy and unlucky sovereign, he is hale 
and hearty at 66. Moreover, the Austro- 


Hungarian monarchy, like the French Re- 


public, hangs together because no other 
form of government is possible. 


Precautions Against NihiMsts. 

The coronation scenes in Moscow, with 
their antique ceremonies and stately splen- 
dors, are described in minute detail by the 
English press. A renewal of the Nihilist out- 
rages is not apprehended, since unexampled 
precautions, unknown even in the most des- 
potic periods of the Roman Empire, are 
taken to prevent their recurrence, and since, 
moreover, the revolutionary conspirators are 
almost certain to wait until the tone of the 
new sovereign’s domestic policy is disclosed 
before beginning afresh their work undér-

ground. The maintenance of NRuropean 


peace depends mainly upon the foreign pol- 
icles and personal caprices of the Czar, and 
the ceremonies in Moscow are chiefly inter- 
esting from this point of view. Thé 
disquieting sign, in the judgment of English 
censors, is the conspicuous display of friend- 
ship for France.

The fortunes of continental dynasties inter- 
est the Englishmen less than the inextricable 
complications of South African affairs.

eral Berlin journals are clamoring for an 
offensive and defensive alltance between 
Germany and the Transvaal, but these are 
not authoritative voices. The German 
Colonial Association, which will meet in 
Berlin on next Saturday, fs expected to take 
strong ground in favor of a declaration of 
neutrality toward the Boer republics and 
the increase of the imperial navy. The 
utterances of the press and the Colonial 
Association are chiefly important because 
they are tolerated and to that extent sanc- 
tioned by the German Emperor. He him- 
self is mute regarding South African affairs. 
The Boers, however, do not appear to need 
a foreign ally, being abundantly able to 
take care of themselves. Their chief dan- 
ger is arrogance resulting from the ad- 
vantages of their position and their amazing 
success in defying English opinion and out- 
maneuvering Mr. Chamberlain. They are 
incapable of the high virtue of magnanimity, 
in the hour of triumph. ‘They regard their 
political prisoners as hostages, whose sen- 
tences can be reduced properly by easy, 
stages in order to compel the British Gov- 
ernment to prosecute Cecil Rhodes, punish 
Jameson rigorously, and abolish the 
Chartered company. They exact a ransom 
in the form of fines to the aggregate of 
over $500,000, yet do not release the prison 
but keep them in jails where the sani :

“Paul Kruger is the greatest statesn. . 
and diplomat I have ever known,“ said Bis- 
marck years ago, after meeting the man 
who now holds in his calloused, knotted 
hands not only peace or war for South 
Africa, but for Europe as well. 

The truth of this judgment, says a writer 
in the New York Journal, has again been 
verified, for two men, famed for their skill 
in all the devious ways and wiles of state- 
craft, one of them spurred on by dreams 
of founding a vast federation of States, of 
which he should be the head, has this un- 
couth, unlearned old Boer outmatched at 
every point, and one of them, his bitterest 
enemy, has he overthrown. 

With the consummate skill and judgment 
that no diplomat has ever surpassed did 
President Kruger of the South African Re- 
public keep back until the time was ripe 
the incriminating documents he held which 
have now humbled and disgraced the erst- 
while Napoleon of South Africa, Cecil 
Rhodes, and which may eventually cause 
the political downfall of England’s Prime 
Minister and its Colonial Secretary. 

Probably less that is accurate is known 
about the 1 life and personality of 
*Oom Paul,” as the Boers affectionately 
call him, than about any other man who is 
making history today. 

The keynote of Paul Kruger’s character is 
not ambition, but stubborn persistency. He 
has not sought for political aggrandizement, 
but all his life has been fighting against 
heavy odds, not as an aggressor, but simply 
to defend and hold what belongs to him and 


The descriptions given of him by his friends 
and foes are utterly at variance. The former 
say he is a sort of Boer Cromwell, unlettered 
and unacquainted with the conditions of 
modern life, but a courageous, honest, pious 
ruler, gifted by nature with a wonderful 
faculty for leadership. His foes, after all 
their accusations are sifted, have little really 
to allege against him. 

President Kruger is a rich man, being 
probably worth between one million and a 
half and two million dollars, most of which 
he has accumulated within the last ten 
years. This is the principal charge brought 
against him by his detractors. But the fact 
is he has a salary of £7,000 a year, or about 
$36,000, and manages to save $30,000 of it 
and invest it shrewdly. It is his wife who 
is responsible to a certain extent for their 
economical mode of living. She is a typical 
Dutch frau, and takes not the slightest in- 
terest in politics. She is also said never to 
have worn a dress that she did not make her- 
self. 

President Kruger has served a long ap- 
prenticeship in fighting. He is now about 70 
years of age, and his first experience in war 
and bloodshed dates back three score years. 
When he reached manhood Kruger became 
first a field cornet and then a commandant. 
In this latter capacity he accomplished a 
feat which, for the thoroughly original way 
in which he wiped out a hostile savage tribe, 
is strikingly unique. 

The natives had taken shelter in a great 
cavern and Kruger determined to blockade 
the place so none of them could get out, and 
to wait the result of famine. With charac- 


teristic Boer tenacity Kruger and his men 
camped about the entrance to this cavern 
for twenty-five days, shooting down with 
unerring aim whatever natives attempted 
to escape. On the twenty-sixth day the be- 
siegers entered the cavern and met with so 
little resistance that they took complete 
possession of it, with only four men slightly 
wounded. They had killed 900 natives out- 
side, and within the cavern, which was vast 
in its extent, lay nearly 2,000 who had died 
of hunger and thirst. 

President Kruger has had no education 
whatever, in the ordinary sense of the term, 
but what the diligent perusal of his great 
family Bible has afforded him. Some years 
ago he visited Germany and London. It ls 
related that while in the latter city he never 
left his room except to keep his various po- 
litical appointments, and that he sedulously 
avoided gazing into the shop windows for 
fear that his mind might be corrupted, and 
that he never alludes to the English metropo- 
lis now without calling it a wicked ” city. 

President Kruger’s manners, all agree, are 
decidedly bearish, and he is plain and blunt 
in his ordinary speech. He dresses always 
in black broadcloth, which never looks fresh 
and clean, but whose front is spotted with 
stains of allsorts. His Sunday suit isa trifle 
newer, but hardly less fresh -looking. In 
door and out he is always seen with a top hat 
upon his head. He lives in a small two-story 
house, which is furnished with exceeding 
plainness, and whose interior is almost an 
exact counterpart of the thousands of hab-

MAIL MATTER I$ SENT TO THE DUMP. 


Money Is Exacted for Prempt Delivery 
and When Letters Accumulate Too 
Fast Postmaster Burns Them. 


Cripple Creek, Colo., May 23.—Wagon load 
after wagon load of mail matter was taken 
from the Cripple Creek Postoffice yesterday 
afternoon to the city dump, where an at- 
tempt was made by the Postmaster’s assist- 
ants to burn it.

VOTING MACHINE FOR NEW YORK, 
An Exhibition Opened and Practical 
Workings Explained. 

New York Tribune: A free exhibition of 
voting machines was opened last evening 
at No. 44 Court street under the auspices of 
the Citizens’ Union of Brooklyn. The ex- 
hibition will continue throughout the pres- 
ent week and will be open every evening from 
7 to 10 o’clock. Two pieces of apparatus are 
on exhibition, the Abbott and the Davis vot- 
ing machines, which have been legalized by 
the State Legislature. Numerous mock

elections will be held throughout the week 
to show the practical working of the ma- 
chine in voting. It is expected that there 
will be reports on the machines by several 
committees from political bodies, and a re- 
port by a special committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, with a view to the ultimate adop- 


tion of a suitable voting machine for the 
City of Brooklyn. . 
The Abbott machine has been tried in one 
or two instances and is said to have been 
remarkably successful. The average time 
of each voter was not over thirty seconds. 
The machine calls for less instruction than 
the Australian ballot and inspectors have lit- 
tle work to do while the machines are in use. 
Remarkable. as it may seem, persons who 
cannot read or write are enabled to vote in- 
telligently, it is declared, the color of the 
paper on which the name of the candidate 
is printed indicating the party. A person en- 
tering the booth sees all the tickets before 
him in the form of an Australian ballot. A 
simple mevement of the right hand puts the 
party ticket in the voting space. In order 
to split“ a ticket the voter moves a slide, 
and when all the names of the persons he 
wishes to vote for are in. position 
he has before him an old-fashioned 
ticket with the names of the can- 
didates one under the other. Then a 
lever is turned and the ringing of a bell an- 
nounces the recording of the vote. The door 
of the booth is connected with the machine 
in such a way that when the voter walks out 
the names on the ticket are rearranged in 
their former position and no record is left of 
the voter’s choice for the next occupant to 
study. The Davis voting machine is some- 
what similar to the one described except 
that instead of having the names arranged 
one above the other each name is ina sep- 
arate place and each has an individual lever.

MADE OLD ‘GLORY’ 


Capt. Reid Designed It; His 
Wife Sewed It Together. 


ORIGIN OF OUR FLAG. 


Brilliant Courage of the Origi- 
nator of the Banner. 


FAMOUS BATTLE AT FAYAL. 


His Grave in New York City Un- 
known and Unmarked. a 


A HERO FORGOTTEN IN DEATH.

On a summer day 113 years ago, in the quiet 
little town of Norwich, Conn., two little eyes 
first opened upon the beauties of the country 
whose glory their owner was destined to 
symbolize in years to come. The youngster 
who was born that day, Aug. 25, 1783, was 
called Samuel Chester Reid, a name fated to 
become honorably known in the annals of 
this country’s history. 

The boy was the son of Lieut. J Reid 
It would seem that the 
spirit of adventure was born in young Sam- 
uel Chester Reid, for at the age of 11 years 
we find him going to sea. He was captured 
by a French privateer and confined for six 
months at Basseterre, Guadelope. During 
his youth we find that he also served as act- 
ing midshipman on the Baltimore in Commo- 
dore Thomas Truxton’s West India squad- 
ron. History reports nothing more of him in 
the way of naval eminence until the war of 
1812. Reid received letters of marque and 
fitted out his brig, the Gen. Armstrong, as a 
privateer. With this vessel at Fayal, in the 
Azores Islands, he fought one of the most 
remarkable and deadly naval engagements 
ever recorded upon the tablets of history. 

He Designed * Old Glory.“ 

But it is as the designer of the present 
form of the American flag that Capt. Reid 
will be best known to history. The original 
flag of the United States was composed of 
thirteen stars and thirteen stripes, and was 
adopted by a resolution of the Cogtinental 
Congress June 14, 1777. Jan. 13, 1794, after 
two new States had been admitted into the 
Union, the National Legislature passed an 
act that the Stars and Stripes should, ona 
day tixed, be increased to fifteen each, to 
comport with the then independent States. 
This was all right for the time being, but 
the admission into the Union of Tennessee, 
Ohio, Louisiana, and Indiana made a change 
desirable. 

After the admission of Indiana into the 
Union in 1816 Peter Wendover of New York 
called on Capt. Reid and asked him to design 
a flag which would represent the increase of 
the States without destroying its distinctive 
character. Capt. Reid recommended reduc- 
ing the stripes to thirteen, to represent the 
original States, and the stars to be increased 
to the number of all the States, formed into 
one great star, whose brilllancy should rep- 
resent their union, and thus symbolize in 
the flag the origin and progress of the coun- 
try and its motto, E Pluribus Unum.” He 
also proposed there should be the addition of 
a star for each new State admitted. The flag 
thus designed he intended for merchant ves- 
sels, and proposed as a distinction that the 
stars on the ensigns of the vessels of war 
should be placed in parallel lines. 

This flag, the first of its kind, was made by 
Mrs. Reid, under the direction of her hus- 
band. It had thirteen stripes and twenty 
stars—Mississippi having been admitted Dec. 
16, 1817. Capt. Reid suggested that for the 
halls of Congress and for public buildings 
and on land the stars should be arranged to 
form one large star, and on the flag made by 
Mrs. Reid the stars were so placed; while 
for the flags of our ships of war he proposed 
they should be set in parallel lines. Theact 
of 1818 was approved by the President 
on April 4, and the new nag hoisted over the 
House of Representatives on the 13th of the 
same month, though the law provided the 
act was not to take effect until the Fourth 
of July. 

Fayal and Its Result. 


The battle was fought at intervals ihr 
two days, Sept. 26 and 27, 1814. The Gen. 
Armstrong, which carried seven guns and 
ninety men, was riding at anchor in a neu- 
tral port when this gallant crew and their 
intrepid commander were attacked by a 
British squadron, consisting of the flagship 
Plantaganet, of seventy-four guns; the frig- 
ate Rota, of forty-four guns; and the brig 
Carnation, of eighteen guns, the three ves- 
sels bearing more than 2,000 men. 

Against this fearful odds Capt. Reid main- 
tained a gallant and spirited defense, and in 
the endéachieved what may be justly called 
a signal victory. An Englishman who wit- 
nessed the fight wrote to a friend from 
Fayal: 

We may well say God deliver us from 
— enemies if this is the way the Americans 
fig $.° * 

One hundred and twenty men of the Brit- 
ish were killed and 180 wounded. The Amer- 
icans had two killed and seven wounded. 
Years after this exciting incident in his 
career, Capt. Reid told a friend that he scut- 
tled his vessel by having a long gun run on 
to the bridge, pointed down into the hold and 
discharged. He said that he could not de- 
scribe his feelings as with his own hand he 
destroyed the ship he loved. 

The British vessels that attacked the 
Gen. Armstrong were part of a fleet then 
gathering at Jamaica to sail for an attack 
on New Orleans. Their disabled condition 
after the engagement at Fayal prevented 
them from immediately joining Admiral 
Sir Thomas Cochran, Earl of Dundonald, 
and the consequence was that the expe- 
dition failed to reach New Orleans until 
four days after Gen. Jackson’s arrival. It 
will thus be seen that the Nant fight of 
Capt. Reid indirectly saved uisiana from

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“WOMEN CROWD THE GYMS 


NEVER WAS THERE SUCH A CRAZE 
FOR ATHLETICS AMONG THEM. 


Heaith and Strength Increased by Sys- 
tematic Exercise—Working Girls 
and Wemen Refreshed by Athietics 
City "Gymnasiums—Effect of Bi- 
_eyele Riding—Schools as Numerous 
as ey Are \Flourishing—W here 
Will Woman’s Athletics Stop f 

Never before were athletics so popular 
among women. Institutions of an athletic 
nature are booming now as they have never 
boomed before. Women are enthusiastic 
over in door and out door sports, and their 
enthusiasm isn’t that of spectators, either. 
They want to do their own high vaulting, 
broad jumping, hurdle racing, and other ex- 
ercises instead of watching their brothers. 
They do them well, too, and it won't be long 
before teams from the girls’ colleges will be 
matched against teams from the boys’ 
schools and colleges. 

„And why shouldn't they?“ said a staid 
old professor, after witnessing the codemon- 
stration at the Teachers’ College ten days 
ago. They go to a dance and dance to- 
gether until-all hours of the night. Why 
shouldn’t they meet on the field, in the open 
air, in an exercise much better for their 
‘physical and therefore mental being than 
dancing? The only difference that I can see 
is that at the dances the girls wear their 
dresses short at the top, while at the games 
they would wear them short at the bottom, 
and for my part I like the gymnastic cos- 
tume best. To the dogs with convention! 
People used to think that man was so far 
superior to woman that it was useless to 
match her against him mentally. That has 

been clearly and thoroughly disproved. 
Now people think that it is nonsensical to 
pit a girl’s strength against that of a boy. 
Nonsense! The thing hasn't been tried. I'd 
be willing to stake twelve girls who had been 
thoroughly trained against twelve boys of 
equal weight who had taken the same course 
of instruction. We'll have this thing tested 
in a few years, too,“ he concluded, defiantly, 
while his wife remonstrated with him. 

Perhaps the professor was right, after all. 
There are only two public gymnasiums for 
women in this city, though the Young 
Woman’s Christian Association is working 
very hard to erect a third. These are the 
Berkeley Lyceum and Dr. Savage's institu- 
tion for physical development.

When a visitor dropped into the gym- 
nasium proper a few days ago four or five 
young women in dark blue bloomers and 
blouses, set off by a scarlet tie and sash, 
were going through a series of gyrations on 
high and low parallel bars and vaulting poles 
with a quickness and ease that would have 
astonished the schoolboy athletes of New 
York and Brooklyn. 

These girls are all special pupils,“ ex- 
plained -Miss Petingale. Two have spinal 
curvatures, one an affection of the legs, an- 
other an affection of the shoulder, and the 
fifth very weak lungs. Of course their work 
is light, and they can’t do anything worth 
speaking of yet,“ she said, as one of the 
girls with a curvature ran around the hall 
like the wind and, jumping up in the air, 
caught hold of a bar, and in a few seconds 
was hanging down from it by her feet.

They do work more like a man’s. You 
should have been here on our closing night. 
Last year we took a vote as to whether the 
girls’ brothers and fathers should be in- 
vited. The ayes carried, there being only 
fivé dissenting votes, and these girls said they 

n't mind the men, but their mothers 
didn’t ap e of women in bloomers exer- 
cising before men. This year we didn’t even 
have a discussion as to whether men should 
be asked to the demonstration, and the men 
overran the place. Such interest as they 
— in the strength of the girls I never 
saw. hen the two basketball teams met 
the men shouted for their favorites very 
much as the cranks do at the annual Yale- 
Princeton football game. Times have 
changed. It is no longer considered im- 
modest for a woman to indulge in athletics 
in the presence of men, and I’m heartily glad 
of it. Gymnastics have certainly had an 
impetus recently. Much of it is due to the 
craze for wheeling. One form of exercise 
creates a love for another and a demand for 
it. Women who ride a wheel a great deal 
find that the muscles of their legs develop 
very rapidly, and they go to a gymnasium 
to develop their arms and the upper por- 
tion of the body. The mornings are de- 
voted to classes for women, the after- 
noons for girls and kindergarten classes, 
while the evenings are given over to women 
and girls who work during the day. Many 
teachers, artists, and stenographers come at 
night. Each class has two lessons a week,

They practice these until they get 
the strength and courage to carry their own 
weight in the water, and almost before they 
know it they find themselves swimming 
twenty or thirty feet. Gradually they in- 
crease their distance, and finally begin to 
jump and dive. As a rule the average wom- 
an learns to swim inside of a dozen lessons, 
Fresh water beginners make very powerful 
surf swimmers. Swimming is the best exer- 
cise for a woman, for it developes every 
muscle in her body at the same time.“ 

Gyms a Necessity. 

The Young Woman's Christian Associa- 
tion has a very fine physical culture depart- 
ment so far as it goes, but it is very limifed 
as to space.

PRACTICAL USB OF ROENTGEN RAYS. 


More Interesting at Every New View— 
What They Are Likely to Do for 
Surgery and Pathology. 


London Saturday Review: It will be my 
endeavor in this paper to give some precise 
account-of the Roentgen rays, of their qual- 
ities, their mode of action, and of the uses to 
which they may be put. The notable prop- 
erty of Roentgen rays is not that they 
traverse opaque matter, but that they travel 
in straight lines while doing so. Ordinary 
opacity has reference merely to the physical 
agent which appeals to the retina; but 
physicists are aware of many other varieties 
of radiation, and some of these have long 
been known to be capable of penetrating 
such things as wood and ebonite, or even 
brick and stone, without much difficulty. 
Indeed, sound is a kind of radiation with 
which every one is familiar, and no one ex- 
pects ordinary optical transparency and 
opacity to govern the transmissibility of 
sound. 

But no hitherto known kind of radiation 
was able to traverse obliquely-set material 
boundaries without being deflected from its 
straight path, nor was any known kind of 
radiation able to plunge through a mass 
of irregular substance without being scat- 
tered by repeated deflections. The radiation 
first studied by Lenard and now developed 
by Roentgen suffers no deflection, or next 
to none, when it enters dense matter, nor 
is it bent or deviated by any irregularitiesin 
shape; it plunges straight on in a straight 
line until its energy has been all absorbed. 
What becomes of the energy it is premature 
to say—it may turn into heat in the ortho- 
dox way or it may be consumed in producing 
chemical dissociation. The immediate des- 
tination of the quenched Roentgen ray isa 
problem still awaiting solution by further 
experiment. 

The applications of the rays hitherto made, 
and likely to be made in the near future, lie 
in the fields of surgery, anatomy, and path- 
ology. The first and easiest application is 
the location of foreign metallic bodies, such 
as bullets and needles. This application will 
soon become so rapid and easy as probably 
to supersede all other methods of detection. 
Given the necessary apparatus, it can be 
rigged up in any room in a quarter of an 
hour or less, and by that time the eye of an 
observer may have been accustomed to 
darkness sufficiently to make it of service 
for the kind of vision required. If a photo- 
graphic plate is going to be used no darkness 
is needed; the plate must be kept properly 
wrapped up so that no light can get to it; 
but the use of guch a plate implies that the 
locality of the foreign body is roughly 
known. For difficult cases, as when a bullet 
is imbedded in the trunk or in the brain, 
it may be necessary to use a photographic 
plate, and in any case it may be conven- 
ient to have a record of the result: but for 
rapid exploration of the extremities direct 
vision is sufficient. 

The observer, having been kept in dark- 
ness for some time, applies his eye at about 
ten inches from a prepared screen, and upon 
that screen the shadow of an arm or foot is 
then cast by another operator, who uses a 
suitable Roentgen-Crookes tube as his

Bicycle schools for women are just as nu- 


merous as they are flourishing. That is the 
most that can be said of a bicycle school in 
this day of wheels. There are academies 
where the art of steering and pedaling is 
taught, up-town and down-town, on the east 
and on the west side. In fact one cannot go 
to any part of the city without stumbling on 
a bicycle school.” Of course none of them 
is exclusively for women, but women take 
possession of them by right of numbers. 
The average number of lessons given in 
these schools daily varies from a dozen up to 
three hundred, according to the location 
and popularity of the school and instructors.

bone grafting, joint excision, and the like, 
have been more in the way of curiosity and 
interest than of real necessity. There have | 
been a few exceptions, of which the most | 
important have been connected with the 
condition of the vertebre in a damaged 
spine. 

But when we leave the bones and come to 
the internal organs, especially the abdominal! 
organs, the case is different. No method of 
examination from the outside has yet been 
satisfactory in the abdominal region. To 
find, for instance, if there is a renal calculus, 
the kidney must be cut down into; and the 
abdominal walls are, in fact, frequently 
opened for the mere purpose of diagnosis, al- 
though no cveration may be ultimately found 
necessary. So, great, however, is modern 
surgical skill with antiseptic methods that, 
it is said, the patients are usually rather 
benefited by these explorations than the re- 
verse; but, nevertheless, every surgeon must 
fee] that an easier and quicker process, giv- 
ing sufficient diagnostic power in the region 
of the abdomen, is eminently desirable. In 
the region cf the chest the stethoscope has 
already supplied the want, and to the trained 
ear every occurrence going on in heart and 
lungs is thereby made as plainly manifest 
as if they were laid open. Is it too much to 
hope that before long the Roentgen rays will 
do for the abdomen what the stethoscope has 
done for the thorax? I myself have-taken 
radiographs—at first of animals, afterward 
of human subjects—in which the interior 
organs appear. The liver is an opaque mass; 
the kidneys are relatively transparent; the 
coils of the intestines are shown, at least in 
a dead subject, but in Mfe internal move- 
ments are apt to obliterate them, so that 
they only show indistinctly. 

Foreign metallic bodies in the viscera are 
readily perceived, but calculi are more dif- 
ficult. There is always the uncertainty as to 
whether in any given case a calculus exists 
or not, but the real difficulty is the inade- 
quate opacity of these bodies, combined with 
the objection to a long exposure on account 
of the probability of internal movements 
which will obliterate or blur the resulting 
outlines. But how long is it since the orig- 
inal discovery? That anything at all can be 
so soon accomplished is remarkable. When- 
ever anything like bright instantaneous vis- 
ion of shadows cast by rays which have 
penetrated the trunk is possible all these 
difficulties will disappear. There will re- 
main another difficulty, and one very notice- 
able already. The shadows or their photo- 
graphic records may be clear and distinct 
in themselves, but they are not easy to read. 
Take a simple object like a few complete 
vertebręe with their processes, and use it 
to cast a shadow on a white wall, with a 
point of light as source; the shadow may be 
puzzling... Now imagine the bone partially 
transparent, so that the shadow is no longer 
an outline, but a superposed mass of detail— 
to the untrained eye it will be still more con- 
fusing. But the information given by such 
a shadow is essentially good; there is far 
more in it than in an outline shadow, and 
atter long practice no doubt every detail, 
in any aspect, of such a bone shadow may 
* 1 read. '

may have to grope his way among them and 
half guess what each patch ot varied shading 
is.

ICEBERGS IN THE TRAIL. 


DANGERS THAT LIE OFF THE BANKS 
OF NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Big Berg, the Growler, the Field Ice, 
and the Fog, and the Perilin W hich 
They Envelop the Great Passen- 
ger Steamers—Greatest Danger Lies 
in the Impenetrable Fos surround- 
ing the Hidden Monster— Safety to 
Be Had in a More Southerly Route. 

New York Sun: “ Although all the known 
rocks and shoals can be avoided by common 
prudence and care, there is one source of 
danger lying. at certain seasons in the path 
of the mariners from which the stoutest 
ships navigated by the most careful officers 
cannot always escape—the icebergs, those 
pests of the Atlantic, which probably have 
been the cause of more losses than all the 
storms and tempests. Hundreds of vessels 
which have started under the most favor- 
able conditions from the ports of Europe 
and America, even in the finest seasons 
of the year, have never reached their des- 


tinations.“ 


A startling confirmation of these words, 
or of Notes 


on the North Atlantic,” can be found in the 


| glaciers 


over which the danger lurks. A glance at 
the pilot chart of the North Atlantic shows 
accurately the ice-infected space, as well 
as the reason why the space must remain 
dangerous in the spring and early summer 
as long as ocean currents run in the sea and 
flow in Greenland. The reader has 
only to recall that the icebergs are but 
masses of ice that break off from Greenland 
glaciers that flow into the sea, and that these 
ice masses float away south with the Arctic 
current until that current reaches and dips 
down under the gulf stream. Of course, both 
icebergs and field ice are influenced by the 
wind, but because of the proportion of the 
mass sunk in the water the bergs often 
travel not only against the wind, but against 
a shallow surface current like the edge of 
the gulf stream, and in the north, through 
frozen fields of ice as well. The meeting of 
the Arctic current and the gulf stream is to 
be found between the 43d and 53d meridians, 
and along a line (often to be distinguished as 
easily as the bank of the Mississippi) that 
usually lies between 41° and 42° north of the 
equator. As everybody knows, the banks 
of the gulf stream move about with the 
winds, a northwester driving the stream 
away south, and a southeaster sweeping it 
up toward the shores of Newfoundland. The 
gulf stream, because of its warmth, is of 
course a barrier that the icebergs cannot 
pass. But because they can enter it and be- 
cause its position varies from day to day, 
and because the bergs are relentlessly mov- 
ing down every day, there is an area of 200,- 
000 square miles in which no shipmaster 
ean say he is safe fora single watch. 

To the clerk who every day sells passage 
tickets to Europe this may sound like an ex-

And it is a significant fact that the 
last item in the Hydrographer’s report 
should read as follows: 

Steamer Glenivet [Br.] arrived at St. 
Johns, N. F., April 23, from Cadiz, with its 
bow plates crushed by coming in contact 
with ice, and is leaking badly. It reports 
meeting heavy bodies of ice off the coast: 
Ine bergs of vafious size are in sight of 
Cape Race and are floating in the southern 
track of shipping.”’ 


Big and Little Bergs. 


No less ominous are the statements from 
The Britannic on April 21 


Two days earlier the steamship American 
a berg 600 feet long and 250 feet 
high.“ A little later in the same day an- 
other was seen 700 feet long and 200 feet 
high, and at the same time we counted 
twenty-five bergs all around us of various 
Shapes.“ Moreover, the American's officers 
saw drift ice, equally dangerous for a mod- 
ern steamship, that extended in a solid floe 
for thirty-eight miles. On the same day 
the crew of the Ulstermore, being then, say, 
forty-five miles away to the north and east 
of the American, counted more than 
eighty bergs, ranging from 20 to 150 feet 
high, and at another hour cof the day“ sight- 
ed field and pack ice in which were numerous 
bergs.“ On April 22 Capt. Jamison of the 
Si. Paul saw four large and two small bergs. 

So the reports run for the forty-two ships 
that sent reports tothe Hydrographer. And 
when it is considered that perhaps no more 
than one in four of the ships sighting ice 
makes a report of it to the. government offi- 
cial, one can form some idea of the number 
of bergs and ice floes that were encountered 
in this much-traveled trail of ocean carriers. 

But no mere statement of numbers can 
convey to the landsman an adequate idea 
of the peril into which ships run while the 
iceberg season on fhe North Atlantic lasts. 
One needs to stand on the bow of a ship 
that is driving at full speed through a dense 
fog and, when the fog suddenly lifts, find 
‘twenty-five icebergs all around of various 
shapes,“ a field of pack ice thirty miles 
long, fair across the bow, orebetter yet, to 
repeat the experience of the Captain of the 
Glenivet, that not only got where the ice 
was all around her, but drove hard against 
it and crushed in her bows. Still one may 
make comparisons that will give some idea 
of the size of an iceberg as it appears to the 
eye. The big office buildings on lower 
Broadway rise above the street as the huge 
masses of ice rise above the water. Four 
blocks of the office buildings on the east side 
of the street would represent one of the big 
bergs fairly as to size, as the eye would see 
it, but as to weight, of course, the ice is far 
and away the greater. And then, as to the 
field ice, the whole of Staten Island would 
make only a small pack. Icebergs as high 
out of the water as the great white office 
building of the American Loan and Trust 
company are common, while those that are 
as long as from the Battery to City Hall 
Park are seen often. 


Where the Greatest Menace Lies. 


But it is not in the largest icebergs that 
the greatest menace to the ship is found. 
In the thickest fogs these are indeed con- 
cealed as effectually from the navigator 
as a submarine torpedo, but because of a 
peculiar radiant light that is inherent—a 
light that makes the berg seem to have 
stored up the sun’s rays on a bright day in 
order to give them out in dull weather—the 
berg can be seen in a haze either by day 
or by night for a distance sufficiently great 
to enable an alert officer of the deck to get 
his ship out of the way. It is in the com- 
paratively small ‘calf’ from the big berg 
that the greatest danger lurks. Whenever 
the big bergs and their trains of field ice 
come down from the North there are found 
with them huge bowlder-shaped masses of 
indigo-blue ice, wholly different in color 
from the snow-like fields and bergs. The 
ordinary sailors call these growlers,” but 
the old Arctic whalers speak of them as 
„ fresh-water ice.’’ Floating so low in the 
water that the top is just awash, a solid 
mass of 100 tons can hardly be seen, even 
in clear weather, unt‘! so near as to be al- 
most unavoidable. The breaking of a wave 
over the mass looks almost exactly like any 
ordinary whitecap. It is the opinion of old 
Arctic whalers with whom the reporter has 
talked that such ice destroys more ships 
than the bergs do.

Detecting Bergs Enveloped in Fog. 


A consideration of the sign by which 
shipmasters are supposed to be able to de- 


| tect the presence of icebergs enveloped in 


fog is not reassuring. They can see an ice- 


| berg in any but the heaviest fögs at a dis- 


tance of two miles, but when it is remem- 


| bered that steamers cover a mile in three 


minutes that distance seems remarkably 
short. It seems shorter still when one re- 
members how slow a long liner is in answer- 
ing her helm. But, though the ship might 
dodge an 800-foot iceberg when she had that 
much space for turning, she would still have 
the wide field of pieces broken from the berg 
in her course, not to mention the possibility 
— the bergs having a train of genuine field 
ce. 


sudden decrease of temperature due to prox- 
imity of.ice. 

If the temperature of the water falls as 
low as 34° Fahrenheit from a previous high- 
er standard,“ says an authority on the sub- 
ject, Lit may reasonably be inferred that 
the ice is not much further away than half 
a mile.“ 

How utterly useless this warning-is will 
be apparent when it is remembered that the 
fast steamers will cross the half-mile zone 
of cold water and so reach the ice in just a 
minute and a half. Moreover, the tempera- 
ture of the water in the dangerous region 
varies from other causes. A better danger 
signal of the approach of an iceberg in a fog 
is the echo of the fog horn. That is common- 
ly a good signal, and yet nothing is more un- 
certain than the movement of sound waves 
in fog-laden air. In fact, no device is yet 
invented and no experience and ingenuity of 
man is likely to develop or invent a method 
by which fog-hidden ice may be located 
within a distance that will enable the master 
to save his ship once she enters the ice-bear- 
ing waters. That neither experience nor a 
careful lookout can always save the ship is 
attested amply by the long list. of vessels 
which, like the Glenivet, have steamed into 
port with bows stove in by contact with ice. 

From time to time one sees in the newspa- 
pers well-written protests against the habit 
of driving passenger ships at full speed 
through the fog. Occasionally, though rare- 
ly, a shipmaster will say that steamers 
should be run “dead slow“ when passing 
through the dangerous zone. The futility 
of both protest and advice may be compre- 
hended when it is remembered that the ships 
famous for fast passages always have the 
largest lists of passengers. More than that, 
the danger of a passage through the ice 
region is not due to ice alone, for in the fog 
the most careful shipmaster is at the mercy 
of a careless officer who sleeps at his post 
on some other ship. It is said often, and is 
believed by most old travelers, that the fast- 
est ships run fewer risks, on the whole, 
than slower ones because remaining a short- 
er time at sea. 


Keep Out of the Dangerous Zone. 


It must be conceded that the danger, which 
is just now at its height, cannot be avoided 
as long as ships cross the dangerous zone. 
But while it is useless, and probably an error, 
to ask that ships be slowed while going 
through the fogs, it may not be out of the 
way to say that no passenger-carrying ship 
should enter the dangerous region during 
the season when ice is sure to be in the path. 
Public opinion long since led the packet com- 
panies to advertise that their steamers 
traveled in lanes a good many miles apart 
in order to avoid the dangers of a head-on 
collision. The east-bound ships are sup- 
posed to keep well to the south of the west- 
bound ships. Very likely they usually keep 
some distance to the south of the west- 
bound route, but the attentive reader of 
nautical news will not infrequently see tele- 
graphic reports of an east-bound steamer 
sighting a west-bound steamer of the same 
line. Moreover, it is found even when the 
routes that are advertised are followed care- 
fully the west-bound steamer must pass 
away within the ice-covered area, and so 
run frightful risks that might be absolutely 
avoided by taking a route 200 miles longer. 

The common west-bound trail crosses the 
fifth meridian in about 42° 30“ latitude. It is 
a somewhat shorter route than the east- 
bound trail that crosses this meridian nearly 
a degree further south. But nejther the east- 
bound or the west-bound trail runs clear of 
the ice and fog. The pilot charts show 
clearly, as the reports of the ships’ officers 
do, that the biggest and most crowded pas- 
senger ships, as well as the cheap cargo car- 
riers, pass through the ice and incident fogs. 

By moving the routes to-the south, so that 
the ships bound east crossed the fiftieth mer- 
idian in 40° 30’ north latitude, and the west- 
bound forty miles further north, all danger 
of ice and fog would be avoided. The most 
dangerous months are April and May, though 
the ice often appears as early as February, 
and is seen in quantities up to July, and oc- 
casionally into August.

In the United States and modern Eu- 
rope, where city streets are usually wide 
enough for wheeled vehicles, hearses are the 
rule, Along the banks of some of the 
Chinese rivers the coffin is carried to its 
last resting place in a boat. 

When an Indian or very poor Mexican dies 
in Mexico, and his relatives are unable to 
pay for an undertaker and a funeral, one of 
the city coffin-bearers is sent for and the 
body placed in his curiously shaped box. 

A cord, which keeps from cutting into his 
skin by padding his neck and shoulders 
with rags, is fastened to the two lower legs 
of the box and keeps it in plaée on his back. 
When he stops for a rest he lets the coffin 
stand on these legs.—New York World. 


SHOOTING FROM A “HUNTING COW.” 


New Disguise for a Sportsman Who Is 
After Timid Geese. 

„Hunting Cow is the name given by 
John Sievers of Ames, Neb., to a unique 
device for sportsmen. The finest wild- 
goose hunting in the United States is found 
in the meadows of Nebraska. The fowl are 
véry knowing and distinguish the figure 
of a hunter at a long distance, whereupon 
they fly away. 

Horses, cattle, and. sheep are not feared 
by the geese, and they graze in the very 
midst of the flocks of birds. Inventor Siev- 
ers has taken advantage of this by con- 
structing a machine outwardly resembling 
a cow. The frame is made of very light 
willow, covered with canvas, painted red- 
dish-brown and white. 

An opening near the front legs permits 
the hunter to enter. His head fits in a 
hat-like frame, which supports the head 
of the cow. A hole in the forehead per- 
mits him to see. 

When the hunter walks the hind legs 
automatically keep step with the forelegs, 
and the tail switches realistically. The

head can be moved by the hunter in any di- 
rection. When a field is reached in which 
a flock of geese are feeding the hunter in- 
side the cow simulates the movements 
of grazing cattle until within gunshot of the 
game.

fhe opening of the Salon of the Champs 

Elysées occurred May 1, one week later than 

than that of the Champ de Mars. 

In the number of works exhibited it has 
more than double the importance of its 
rival. There are 2,280 works at the Champ 
de Mars, while there are 4,885 inscribed in 
the catalogue of the Champs Elysées. 

Discussion of the comparative merits of the 
two is not so popular an amusement now as 
in the first years of the new Salon. It is 
generally recognized that in each there are 
conscientious efforts of artists striving to 
produce what they believe to be true art, 
even though the theories which they uphold 
differ widely. One exhibition is liberal and 
the other conservative in its principles. 
What is most objectionable in the exhibits 
of both is the work which geems to have 
been executed for the sole purpose of at- 
tracting the attention of the public by some- 
thing sensational. At the new Salon it is 
by sensational methods of painting, and at 
the old sensational subjects and canvases 
of exaggerated dimensions that this is done.

Decorative Wall Paintings. 


Except in the case of decorations there is 
but littie excuse for painting such large pict- 
ures. A subject which might make an in- 
teresting picture on a canvas of sixty square 
feet loses most of its interest when spread 
over so many square yards. Among the 
many large paintings which are to serve as 
decoration for the walls of public buildings 
two detach themselves from the mass of such 
works which are too often confused in com- 
position, gaudy and crude in color. 

These are the frieze for the Hotel de Ville 
by Henri Martin and a ceiling by Albert 
Maignan for the Chamber of Commerce of 
St. Etienne. The work of Henri Martin is to 
complete one of similar character exhibited 
by him last year. The frieze is cut by three 
arches and in the pediments are figures per- 
sonating music, sculpture, and architecture, 
with attendant muses. Music is represented 
by an elderly man listening to the voices of a 
group of children singing near him. In the 
sculptor, clad in his wibkine clothes, one 
recognizes Dampt, whose varied talents re- 
call those of Benvenuto Cellini. Architect- 
ure is represented by a little girl unrelling a 
plan. The background is formed by a lilac 
sky broken by green and yellow trees lit up 
by the rosy light of an evening sun. In the 
way in which it is painted this work resem- 
bles that of the “ pointillists,”’ the paint be- 
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etc.—while a living woman sleeps beside him. 


The artist’s idea is evidently to show that 
there are men who occupy themselves with 
chimeras without appreciating. the life 
around them until their own is wasted. 

André Castaigne, well known in America 
through his illustrations, has painted a sub- 
ject which appeared in a series illustrating 
„The Old World and the New in the Cent- 
ury Magazine. It shows an old man and a 
woman toiling in a field while a line of caval- 
rymen are passing along on the high hori- 
zon. Armed Peace” is the title he has 
given the picture. 

English Artists and Their Work. 

Many English artists of reputation send 
works which they have previously exhibited 
in London. Orchardson’s ‘“ The Young 
Duke,” which has already been popularized 
through an engraving familiar in America, 
is probably the best example of this class of 
work. 

It represents a party of young noblemen 
rising from a banquet table to toast their 
host, the young Duke, who has just attained 
his majority. 

The rich furnishings of the old hall, the 
costumes of the last century, and the inter- 
esting still-life on the banquet table have 
given the artist abundant opportunity for 
the display of his power as an accomplished 
painter and colorist. 

G. W. Joy exhibits a figure of Jeanne d’Arc 
dressed in armor, sleeping on the straw, 
while an angel is at her feet. The picture is 
charming in sentiment and well executed, 
though characteristically English rather 
than French in conception. 

W. E. Lockhart and J. H. Lorrimer are 
represented by good work, executed in the 
typical English academic style of painting. 
By Hubert Herkomer there is a large 
picture, evidently intended for the 
decoration of some public building, 
showing the Mayor of Lansberg, Ba- 
varia, presiding at a séance of the Munic- 
ipal Council. This work has been presented 
by the artist to the town. Melton Fisher ex- 
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Scenes from the Siege of Chateau Gaillard, by Tattegrain. 


There is generally great technical ability 
displayed in the works exhibited at the old 
Salon, but there is scarcely a work in the 
whole exhibition which can be said to be re- 
markable for any higher quality. 

Benjamin-Constant’s Portraits. 

Benjamin-Constant’s portraits of his son 
and of the wife of a well-known London 
journalist are among the strongest examples 
‘of technical excellence, for they can only be 

compared to the work of such masters as 

Titan or some of the Dutch and Flemish 

artists of the seventeenth century. 

The more striking of the two is of a middle- 
aged woman in a low-necked evening dress 
of subdued crimson velvet, with lace orna- 
ment. The elegant simplicity of the dress 
contrasts with the richness of the draperies 
and cushions which serve as accessories, in 
which all the brilliant technique shown in 
the artist’s painting of Oriental subjects is 
displayed. The lighting of the picture is 
arranged to give an effective variety of tone. 
‘The portrait of the artist's son shows a 
young man attired in a costume of obsolete 
style. The coat has broad lapels, the vest 
is low cut, and around his neck is an old- 
fashioned choker cravat. The face is

Historical Subjects Few. 


Jean Paul Laurens, the painter of so many 
masterly works depicting somber scenes of 
the history of the Middle Ages, exhibits un- 
der the title of The Hostages,“ which 
might have been called The Princes in the 
Tower of London.” Two young boys in the 
costume of the time of these unfortunate 
sons of Edward are shown confined in a 
circular room. The older of the two is sit- 
ting on a stone bench against the wall, while 
the other lies sleeping with his head resting 
on his knees. The strong reds and blacks 
of the dull gray walls of their prison form 
a combination of somber color in keeping 
with melancholy of the subject. Dewant 
has shown his wit as well as his artistic 
ability in his picture of Napoleon watching 
his baby son sleeping in a cradle in a room 
of the Tuileries. The title of the picture is 
** Captive! ”’ 

Boutigny exhibits a large, well-executed 
painting of the death of Gen. Causse at Dégo 
in 1796. In his dying words he asked Bona- 
parte if the assault in which he had received 
his death wound had been successful. Re- 
ceiving an affirmative reply he said, like 
Wolfe at Quebec, “‘ I can now die contented.” 

Rochegrosse exhibits, in addition to his 
large canvas already mentioned, a well- 
painted scene of the quintet in Wagner's 
„Meistersinger.“ It suggests a stage 
scene in composition, but is light and agree- 
able in colores The Martyrdom of St. 
Leon,” a subject taken from French legend- 
ary religious history, has been ably and in- 
geniously treated by Georges Berges. The 
saint is standing outside of the walls of a 
fortified town, decapitated and holding his 
head in his hand. A band of pirates, who 
have slain him and his brother, flee in terror 
to their boats at the sight of the prodigy. 
Henner’s remarkable flesh painting, with its 
strong bluish light and wonderful passages 
from light to shadow, is displayed in a nude 
figure of Christ partially wrapped in grave 
clothes. He has also a portrait of Carolus 
Duran. 

Chartran, who has been in New York re- 
cently, exhibits a pleasing portrait painted 
there of Sarah Bernhardt in the costume in 
which she plays Gismonda. The same artist 
has a very strong portrait of an American 
Judge, presented by some one who — — 
name in large letters on the frame to tne 
Bar Association of Allegheny County. 

Aimé Morot has a portrait of a man, 
which is among the best in the exhibition. 


Superior Landscape Work. 

The showing of landscapes is, as usual, 
superior to work of the same class in the 
new. Salon. Harpignies has a view of the 
Loire painted in his vigorous style and com- 
posed after the traditions of Claude Lor- 
raine. Raymond Allegré gives in a large 
canvas a view of Marseilles which is fairly 
shimmering in the white sunlight. Tanzi 
has a green effect such as he has frequently 
painted before, showing a woodland pool 
surrounded by verdure, with no sky appear- 
ing in the picture. Didier-Pouget shows two 
striking pictures from. the nees. In 
one, showing a sunset on a high plateau 
covered with purple heather, there is espe- 
cially fine atmospheric effect. Pointelin, 
Petitjean, Biva, Thurner, Zuber, Renoudin, 
and Rigollet are all eee by excep- 
tionally good work in this branch of paint- 
ing. Jules Breton has two of his character- 
istic peasant subjects, which are but little 
more than repetitions of his former work.

Pictures by American Artists. 


The American exhibiters are less numer- 
ous at this Salon than at the Camp de Mars. 

Ridgway has an unusually pleasing shep- 
herdess walking on the bank of the river. 
The painting, though somewhat academic 
and stiff, is excellent, and the figure is less 
posed and more lifelike than anything Mr. 
Knight has exhibited for a number of years. 
Charles Sprague Pearce has also a picture 
of a shepherdess. This one is driving her 
sheep into one of the movable inclosures in 
common use in France. The figure is un- 
gainly and the tones of the picture havea 
chalky appearance which is not agreeable. 

In Julian Story's Laboratory at St. La- 
zare there is excellent painting and agree- 
able color, but the subject—the performing 
of a surgical operation—is becoming a hack- 
neyed one. 

F. A. Bridgman has two unusually pleas- 
ing examples of his art. One of these shows 
Cleopafra promenading on the quays along 
the Nile at sunset, accompanied by a serv- 
ant. The picture is well painted and the 
archeological restorationsare doubtless cor- 
rect as far as costumes and architecture go. 
Cleopatra is, however, represented as an 
Egyptian instead of the Greek she was. 
His other picture, ** Les Baceants,“ shows 
a procession of these joyous divinities pass- 
ing through a wood, some dancing and sing- 
ing and others riding on the backs of a lion 
and lioness. 


William L. Dodge exhibits a ceiling which 


he has executed for the Congressional Li- 
brary in Washington. ‘* Ambition is the 
subject, which he has treated in a circular 
composition. It shows a mass of figures 
among which are poets, warriors, artists, 
and — struggling to reach a Pega- 
sus mounted by a figure of Fame which 
soars above them. 

Henry O. Tanner, a young artist from Phil- 
acelphia, has a picture of Daniel in the 
Lion’s Den,“ which gives a new and original 
conception of the familiar subject. Mr. Tan- 
ner has represented Daniel leaning against 
the wall of a room lighted from above by 
square openings, through which the moon- 
light falls. The decoration of the room 
shows that the artist has studied the Assy- 
rian remains presented to the Louvre by M. 
The lions are especial- 
ly well painted. Another artist who makes 
his début with a large picture is Leopold 
Landeau, an American of Hungarian origin. 
His picture, The Remorse of Judas,“ shows 
the faithless disciple fleeing across a shad- 
owy plain, followed by a vision of Christ, 
while far in the background are some hills 
lit up by the setting sun. . 

Louis Dessar has a pleasing bit of paint- 
ing in his figure of a young woman in green 
standing by a white curtained window, 
through which the sunlight is pouring. Sey- 
mour Thomas has two excellent portraits, 
and a portrait of a young woman with red- 


dish hair, dressed in dark green, by Ralph 


C. Ott of St. Louis, is one of the most artistic 
examples of portraiture in the Salon. Henry 
Bisbing exhibits two Holland subjects, the 
most important of which is a large cattle 
picture. It shows a large flat plain, dotted 
with groups of cattle, those in the fore- 
ground envelopedin shadow and the distance 
in the orange light of late afternoon. 

James W. Finn has an excellent portrait 
of a sculptor at work upon a bust of the 
painter. It is delicate in color and refined in 
execution. He also has a scene at the close 
of a prize-fight, showing all the brutality of 
this obsolescent sport. The victor is stand- 
ing in the ring receiving the congratulations 
of his friends, while the inanimate body of 
his whipped antagonist is lifted down from 
the stand ty policemen, in the midst of a 
crowd of unheeding spectators. William L. 
Picknell's Route to Nice shows a long 
Straight roadway leading towards a range of 
mountains in the background, only broken 
by a man, horse, and cart in the foreground, 


and the shadows which fall across it in the 


distance. The strong sunlight effect is espe- 
cially well rendered. Louis Loeb has a 
cleverly painted study of a young woman 
reading; Boggs, two vigorously painted 
views of the Seine in Paris; Henry Bacon, a 
one-armed French sailor, recounting his ex- 
ploits to a group of admirers; and Hum- 
phrey Moore, a large’ picture of an Arab 
prophet predicting to Muley Aben Hassan 
the loss of Grenada to the Moors. Harry 
Van der W „Lionel Walden, and How- 
ard Hildebfand are also represented. Miss 
Bertha Menzler of Chicago exhibits a pleas- 
ing portrait of a young woman painted in 
light delicate tones. 
Other works by American women are Mrs. 
B. W. Newman’s “ Fisher’s Daughter,” an 
admirably painted head; Miss Ellen Cohen’s 
Little Fisher Girl” and “In the Gar- 
den.“ E. S. C.

direction, The chorus will comprise 1,000 
children recruited from the various social 
settlements in the city. The excellent work 
accomplished and the gratifying results in 
the best sense accruing from the undertak- 
ing have been ably demonstrated. 

The proceeds of the forthcoming concert 
will be devoted to the maintenance of these 
free classes, in which during the last fifteen 
years it is estimated thousands of children 
have been trained under Mr. Tomlins’ direc- 
tion. 

When the concert was first planned it was 
intended to give pretentious music to show 
the progress of the central classes of ad- 
vanced pupils. But the district classes from 
all parts of the city protested so, four or five 
hundred singers were added to the choir; and 
next Wednesday evening every district class 
in the city, including all the social settle- 
ments, will be represented on the stage. 
The choruses will be simplified to folk songs 
and pieces of a popular character:

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RIGHTS OF WHEELMEN. 


BICYCLE AS A VEHICLE OFFERS A 
DIFFICULT QUESTION. 


—_—-— 


Liberties the Cyclist Enjoys and Re- 
strictions Which He Must Obey 
Trouble Lawmakers — Ordinance 
Affecting “ Scorchers „Dangers of 
Fast Riding and Careless Driving— 
Care Exercised in Parks—What the 
Probable Outcome Appears to Be. 

No subject connected with bicycling is 
receiving more attention just now than the 
rights of wheelmen to the public streets. 
Just how great they are, under what re- 
strictions should they be exercised, and what 
are the duties of the police in enforcing ex- 
isting ordinances regarding them, are ques- 
tions which are perplexing not only the rid- 
ers themselves, but the public at large. 
Briefly, the situation is this: 

Bicycles, according to the best legal opin- 
jon, are regarded as vehicles, and the public 
streets are made for the use of everything in- 
cluded in this class. The great overcrowding 
of many thoroughfares by wheels, however, 
results in serious menace to life and prop- 
erty. What are the remedies? 

The restrictions under which bicycles may 
use the streets consist of city and park ordi- 
nances. They limit the speed of motion and 
number of riding abreast and require wheel- 
men to keep to the right and to carry lights 
at night, The city ordinance, adopted on 
Nov. 9, 1891, reads as follows: 

Sec. 1. No velocipede, bicycle, or tricycle 
shall be ridden upon or along the public 
streets, avenues, alleys, or other public 
grounds or ways within the City of Chicago 
at a speed exceeding ten miles an hour, And 
no velocipedes, bicycles, or tricycles shall be 
ridden more than two abreast. All veloci- 
pedes, bicycles, or tricycles, while in motion, 
shall keep to the right. 

Sec. 2. Velocipedes, bicycles, and tricycles 
must carry lamps and keep them lighted at 


night. 
Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions 


| 


man up as a judge of the pace of a bicycle 
is a move of doubtful utility. To arrest. 
indiscriminately all people who are riding’ 
wheels without lights after dark will re- 
awaken the storm of protest caused last 
year by the same move, since there are 
many excusable cases where wheelmen- are 
caught without lights And as for arrest- 
ing the careless drivers who cause half the 
trouble on the boulevards, that seems never 
to be thought of. 

About a week ago Chief Badenoch issued 
orders to all policemen to enforce the or- 
dinances regarding bicycle riding. This has 
been done in a number of conspicuous in- 
stances where young women and men of 
perfect character have been treated to rides 
in a patrol wagon like ordinary e minals. 
This unnecessary severity has pro uced a 
reaction, and the police officials state 
cyclists will be treated more leniently in 
future. Scorchers, however, will be treated 


as malefactors. 
Watch Kept in Parks. 


Throughout the South Park system the 
ordinance on wheeling will receive constant 
attention. Fifty-eight park policemen, & 
part of whom are mounted, look after the 
boulevards and driveways and keep special 
watch on the bicyclists, As high as four 
men are frequently detailed in plain clothes 
to look after bike riders whenever the regu- 
lations are being too frequently trans- 
gressed, These men made a number of ar- 
rests of scorchers in the last two weeks, 
and at present the pace limit is being well 
observed. 

In the west and north parks a similar 
state of affairs exists. Mounted police in 
uniform and plain clothes men on wheels 
are at watch over the wheelmen constantly. 
On the North Side in particular a large 
number of arrests for scorching have 
been made. One story is told of a mounted 
policeman catching a fast rider by throw- 
ing a cobble stone attached to a rope in 
front of him and tangling up the wheel so 
badly a serious fall was the result, 

The other remedy which appears possible 
is in the way of separate paths for wheel- 
men and more and wider roads, The South 
Park Board is now considering the problem 
with great earnestness. The cinder track 
built in Jaékson Park for runners has 
proved such an attraction as a seorching 
place for wheelmen that the decision has 
been made to put gravel over it and to let 
the “‘ scorchers “ work off their superfluous 
energy there. 

At Garfield Park also a half mile speeding 
track is being built to relieve the boulevards 
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The quad and its riders. 


of either Secs. 1 or 2 of this ordinance shall, 
upon conviction, be fined not less than $3 
nor more than $10 for each offense. 

Sec. 4. This ordinance shall be in force and 
take effect from and after its passage. 


Where the Ordinance Applies. 


The foregoing ordinance applies to all 
portions of the city, but is not in effect upon 
the boulevards and drives of the park sys- 
tems on account of special rules which the 
park boards have as their own. These lat- 
ter are practically the same as the city ordi- 
nance, however, except that a slower limit 
is set on the speed of bicycles. In the South 
and West park systems eight miles arf hour 
is the limit of fast driving or riding, and on 
the North Side six miles an hour is set. 
The Lincoln Park rules also possess another 
peculiarity in that lamps are required after 
sunset instead of after dark, as in other 
parts of the city. 

With nearly 200,000 wheelmen in Chicago 
able to easily exceed the speed limits of even 
the city ordinance it is not remarkable that 
frequent and flagrant violations of the rules 
should happen every hour. The ordinance is 
¢pecific,and would be sufficient if it were uni- 
versally obeyed. But the fact is that it is 
pretty generally ignored as to some of its 
provisions, and that those who in particular 
violate the speed regulations are already 
numerous enough to cause not a little ac- 
tual mischief and a great deal of nervous 
apprehension. 


Violations of the rdinance, 


The abuse is, of course, most marked at 
night, when the best eyesight is only an im- 
perfect protection against surprise. The or- 
dinance requires every wheel to carry a 
light, but a hundred causes besides willful 
Violation of the law may prevent this being 
done. Consequently, after dark there is 
great danger, both fo those on wheels and 
those on foot. A spoken word of warning 
or the seldom carried bell will not always 
avoid trouble at street crossings. Often at 
the last moment the pedestrian is rather 
confused than instructed and helped by a 
sudden alarm, and if he is not run down is 
disagreeably startled. A nimble young per- 
son can usually take care of himself in these, 
or worse, circumstances, and suffers no spe- 
cial annoyance. But older and feebler men 
and women are seriously distressed by the 
sudden realization that a bicycle is swiftly 
bearing down upon them, and if they do 
not move the wrong way and cause an ac- 
cident they frequently suffer considerable 
nervous shocks. 

These are the scorchers at their worst 
the selfish, reckless, impudent transgressors 
of the law and trespassers upon the rights of 
others, who delight to whirl around corners 
without warning and sweep down upon the 
unwary on à crossing, with a laugh at the 


of fast riding. This will be cement over 
a foundation of cinders, and when com- 
pleted, as hoped for, in August, it will bea 
great step in advance for handling cyclists. 
The north parks alone seem unable or un- 
willing to make arrangements to relieve the 
crush of cycling. 

The problem of what to do with the rush 
of bicycles is not exclusively local. In 
Brooklyn a general row is on between the 
wheelmen and the Park Commissioners, 
the latter insisting that only certain paths 
shall be used, and the riders claiming a 
right wherever vehicles are allowed. Sea- 
brook, Mass., Middletown, Conn., Blooming- 
ton, Ill., and our own Evanston have all 
recently passed ordinances regulating the 
conduct of wheelmen and are in the throes 
of enforcing them. Everywhere the trouble 
is spreading. 

What the future development will be is 
uncertain. An elevated bicycle path, talked 
of in New York City, has by many been 
hailed as the solution of the question. As- 
phalt paths along the sides of the streets, 
separate streets for bicycles, and several 
other schemes have all been propounded. 
The trouble with most of these ideas, how- 
ever, lies in the fact that wheelmen will al- 
ways want to go wherever other vehicles are 
allowed, and will not be content with sepa- 
rate paths. But difficult as the problem is, 
it is one which must be handled tn a few 
years. The present most probable looking 
solution lies in more, wider, and better 
roads. 


GREAT THINGS HOPED FOR RACING.

From 1878, when the first bicycle rage ever 
held in America placed the mile record at 
8:51, until last December, when P. J. Berlo 
put the time in contest at 1:50 2-5, 
the rise of bicycling in popular 
favor has been steady and rapid. But 
recent years have brought out troubles of 
one sort and another which seemed for a 
time at least to threaten loss of interest. 
The amateur and professional lines have 
been the most difficult of all things to deal 
with, and, even now, though the season at 
hand comes in what is the greatest of bi-

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HARD BLOW AT HORSES. 


RISE. OF THE BICYCLE HAS FORCED 
THE HQUINE TO RETIRE, 


Cycling Craze Has Brought Down the 
Business Connected with the 
“Roadster” to Half Its Former 
Size—Livery Trade is Ruined and 
Carriagemakers and Horseshoers 
Feel the E@ect te a Considerable 
Extent. 

A dozen or more businesses have been af- 
fected to a greater or less extent by the 
sudden rise of the bicycle into popular favor. 
In fact, few, if any, pursuits have entirely 
escaped its influence. But by the nature of 
things the livery business and the callings 
having te do with the horse have suffered 
the most. It is, of course, in connection 
with the horse as a source of pleasure that 
the difference is most strongly felt. The bi- 
cycle has made little, indeed, no change in 
the number of horses used for heavy work 
in the down-town districts and for draft- 
ing and on delivery wagons. In the use of 
horses for light driving, however, it has 
made a great change. Within the last two 
years the livery business has fallen from a 
position as a lucrative pursuit te one where 
it requires frequent bolstering up with fresh 
funds if it is to continue to exist. Under the 
most favorable circumstances it now brings 
in but small returns. A number of men 
whose money was invested in horses and 
tables have gone under” within a short 
time, and the livery business of Chicago as 
a whole has been almoat killed by the wheel. 

Just how much this fact has affected the 
price of horges is doybtful. By a combina- 
tion of circumstances, by which the decrease 
in the livery business is by far the most im- 
portant, the bicycle has assuredly had some- 
thing to do with the decline in price of horse- 
flesh which has taken place within the last 
few years. At the time when the bicycle 
took its first flight toward its present high 
position in public favor the introduction of 
power traction on surface roads all over the 
country also took place. These two together 
brought about the fall in the value of horses. 
The former made the horse less valuable for 
general driving and the latter, in New York 
and Chicago, closed a demand for nearly 
30,000 horses annually. In every other large 
city the effect was in proportion. Thou- 
sands of horses, not of the highest grades, 
but of values in the neighborhood of $125, 
were rendered almost unsalable. It is the 
horses of the same class, those commonly 
used by the livery stables for general work, 
whose values were affected by the bicycle. 
At least such is the opinion of one of the 
largest horse dealers in the city. 

“There is one class of horse,” he said, 
“ whose sale is undoubtedly injured by the 
growing use of the bicycle. It is what may 
be called the second-class, ‘roundabout’ 
horse. And in this respect what/is true of 
Chicago is true of New York and every other 
large city where horses are bought and 
sold.”

now as the good old days” of the livery 


business it was customary for the young 
man upon whom kind fortune had bestowed 
either shekels or credit at the stable to take 
the object of hie-effections for a drive. Sum- 
mer or winter was one to him; he went 
away, but he greatly preferred the summer, 
and the spring trade which he brought about 
was a thing to make glad the heart of the 
livery stable-owner. Now the young man 
does nothing of the kind. He has a wheel, 
and the object of his affections has a wheel, 
and fell disease might carry off all the light 
driving horses in Chicago without its dis- 
turbing him one mite. If the available sup- 
ply of sprocket wheels were cornered that 
would be another matter. With the young 
man, who, perhaps, furnished the greater 
part of the livery trade, have gone nearly all 
the others who were in the habit of spending 
an occasional bit of hard earnings on a 
drive, The brightest of spring weather 
makes no difference now to the livery men, 
for it means ply a greater number of 
passing wheels, in which they take but an 
unhappy interest. As one man put it: 

“Sunday after Sunday there’s weather 
going to waste in this town that ought to 
make a man rich. But it doesn’t. It just 
makes him mad.” 

All over the city the effect experienced 18 
the same. Almost the only business left is 
the heavy trade, the call for closed carriages 
for evening use, and for funerals. Various 
estimates of the dmount which the business 
has decreased are made, but all place it 
higher than 50 per cent. In places where 
the least change was to be expected, in the 
stables connected with hotels, where there 
was a large and steady trade from those 
whom it would seem should be the least 
affected by the bicycle craze,”’ the light 
trade has fallen off one-half, and the heavy 
trade one-third. In the stables not so con- 
nected the change is even greater. North, 
South, and West Sides are all alike; in every 
one the bicycle has supplanted the harse. 


Bicycles in Livery Stables. 


As a direct result many of the live en 
driven to a state closely bordering’ upon 
desperation, have established cycle ex- 
changes in connection with their stables. 
A number of them are agents for some wheel 
and have show rooms fitted up in connection 
with the stable offices. In a good share of 
the stables it ia. now possible to rent a wheel 
for an afternoon spin from the same men 
who, not many months ago, declared the 
horse the only means of locomotion which a 
sane man would adopt. Asa general thing, 
however, the liverymen are not enthusiastic 
cyclists. One an 
wheel go than stay, and have taken up the 
trade in it only because it furnishes a live 
business and the livery business is a dead 
one. 

“What effect has the bicycle had on the 
livery business?“ said a South Side livery- 
man. Sit down till I talk to you. Don't 
ask me to stand up and make any remarks 
on the question. What effect would you 
think that it had had? Do you remember 
what a horse looks like? A roadster, I mean, 
not an ex-street car horse. Very few people 
do, I believe. Bicycling has killed the livery 
business. Killed it as dead as Moses. Where 
we used to get three orders we get one now, 
and sometimes we fail to make connections 
and don’t even get thatone. There is hardly 
any light trade left, and the heavy trade hag 
fallen off immensely.

NEW DEVICE FOR LAMP BRACKET. 


Spring Fastened to Seat Post Lessens 
the Jar in Riding. 

A new lantern bracket, which its inventor 
thinks is going to prove a great advance in 
carrying lights awheel, is now being tried 
by several firms’in Chicago. 

Its essential feature lies in fastening the 
lantérn to the seat post tubing instead of to 
the head or front fork, the belief being that 
there is much less jar at the former place. 

Consequently the device consists of a long 
steel spring which fastens just below the 
saddle and runs to the front of the machine 
under the top bar of the frame. At the 
head it branches into two forks which sep- 
arate and surround the head tube and unite 
again in front, forming the piece to which 
the lantern is fastened. This-length of 
spring combined with the steadiness of its 
peint of fastening takes up the jar of riding 
so that the lamp is not likely to be ex- 
tinguished.

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BLUE LAWS THAT LIVE. 


‘(CHICAGO HAS A LARGE NUMBER OF 
REGULATIONS NOT ENFORCED. 


Though Dead to All Practical Parposes 
_ They Have Never Been Given Legal 
Burial—Some Are State and Some 
Municipal, bat Their Fate Is the 
Same—How and Why They Died— 
Some ef the Oddest of the Entire 


Lot. 

With all their petty blue laws, our fore- 
fathers would be astonished at the length of 
our present day codes. Three legislative 
bodies are at work a large proportion of 
the time passing laws for this city. Year — 
year the statute books become thicker an 
thicker. At the same time, the number of 
laws to which no one pays any attention or 
which are rarely or only partially enforced 
grows apace. One can, perhaps, not inaptly 
compare a statute book to an orchard of 
transplanted trees. Many, in spite of the 
best attention, die off almost immediately, 
showing they are in an unsuitable climate. 
Bome promising young plants die of neglect 
or from exposure to hostile influences. Com- 
pleting the figure, or, perhaps, riding it to 
death, laws like trees have their seasons of 
decay and death: The thrifty gardener clears 
away the dead timber and unpromising 
stunted growths. The lawmakers, as a rule, 
are not 80 particular about this, and the 
most tursery examination of the Revised 
Statutes Of Illinois and the ordinances of 
Chicago, as well as of any other statute 
‘books in the United States, will disclose some 
venerable relies and veritable curiosities 
of legislation. If one examines a few of 
these half forgotten and neglected laws, it 
„in pe found they are for the most part at- 
tempts to regulate the conduct, and often 
the private business of people. The truth is 
men generally do pretty much as they please 
about most things in spite of all the Con- 
gressmen, legisiators, and Councilmen. . 

In all countries teamsters, cabbies, ooach- 
men, and omnibus drivers enjoy, though 
perhaps undeservedly, an unenviable rep- 
utation for carelessnes#, recklessness, or 
even malice. The two Parisians who, in the 
story, blocked the pavement while they 
mutually apologized for an accidental en- 
counter, were a butcher’s and a barber’s 
boy, not cab drivers. The Parisian cab 
driver is, in popular fancy at least, endowed 
with the meanness of a Quilp. It 
to his chief delight to 
yun down pedestrians. The Berlin cabby 
is quite indifferent whether he runs over 


anyone or not. The law gives him the right 


of way, and he goes over crossings with no 


greater and no less speed than he jogs. 


through the parks. In England and this 
country the police look out for the safety 
of pedestrians, so the cabbies, draymen, and 
*bus drivers are compelled, in order to de- 
Serve their reputation, to “scrap” among 
themselves or worry the gripmen and motor- 


men. 


Some philosopher reflecting on the case of 
the teamifig tribe, came to the conclusion 
looked too lovingly on thé winecup 
when it was red, and held the beer mug in 
toe high estimation.

Th ‘smasher is still getting in his 
fine work, and the chances are not one person 
in ten engaged in this pleasant pastime ever 
heard of the law. 

Unenforced Sunday Laws. 
Sunday laws are of course the classic ex- 
ample of futile legislation. It Was on this 
subject that the Puritan lawmakers loved 
to exercise their ingenuity. Never enforced 


_ with gratifying success, they have never- 


theless died hard. Compared to former days 
the Sunday laws of today are few and mild. 
The penalty for keeping a saloon or 
ery where liquor is sold open on Sun- 
ay is a fine not exceeding $200 for each of- 
tense, but juries in most localities are sat- 
isfied with the slightest show of deference 
to the sentiments of the anti-saloon ele- 
ment. The picture of a policeman standing 
guard at the front door is generally enough 
Lo satisfy the möst exacting. 
„ The law against Sunday labor exempts 
ferrymen, railroads, steamboats, sciling 
Vessels, and works of necessity and charity. 
Otherwise disturbing the peace and good

e prize relic of the collection known as 
1 Statutes of Illinois is a law au- 
thorizing boards of County Commissioners 
to offer a bounty for wolves’ scalps.

Almost equally antiquated is the law per- 
mitting parents to bind out their children 
under 16 years of age to service or to ap- 
prentice them without their consent. The 
law carefully provides for a trial by the 
County or Probate Court in case an appren- 
tice complains he was given chickens when 
he asked for eggs or that the coffee was 
weak and cold. Masters may also be placed 
under $1,000 bonds not to remove an appren- 
tice out of the State. One almost regrets 
this law has fallen into innocuous desuetude 
when one reads further that child beggars 
may be arrested and apprenticed against 
the wish of their parents or guardians. 


Can't Bet on McKinley. 


Any one that has seen men shake dice for 
drinks or stick one another for a game of 
billiards would not suspect these practices 
were under the ban of the gaming laws along 
with betting on a cock-fight, horse-race, or 
the outcome of the Presidential election. The 
fine.is from $10 to $100. 

While wooden nutmegs are now regarded 
as a myth of the eighteenth centuny anda 
cruel slander on the inhabitants of oné of the 
New England States, and while it is not 
believed sand is often mixed with sugar, still 
it is the common belief all foodstuffs and 
drugs are not what they are cracked. up to 
be. Stringent provisions of the law pro- 
hibit the admixture of so much as a bit of 
coloring matter in any butter, cheese, or 
other foodstuff or drug witibut due notice 
on the label. The average man, however, 
would as lief eat tallow as winter butter 
without coloring. 

Bicyclists who are annoyed by cockleburrs 
and other noxious weeds as they spin over 
the country roads ought to know the law 
imposes a fine of from $5 to $25 on Road 
Commisstoners-who fail diligently to destroy 
all unnecessary growths along the high- 
ways. 

When discussing laws that are not gener- 
ally enforced it is not without interest to 
take into consideration a few that are. Peo- 
ple who do not know the official ropes often 
wonder why the patrol wagons are so busy 
during the early days of May in pursuit 
not of criminals but of dogs. It is because 
the owners of the pets will have an oppor- 
tunity to take out licenses if the dog-catch- 
ers do not get in their work without delay. 
The longest and strongest arm of the law 
is Stretched forth to gather in a hapless 
poodle while armies of curs roam the streeis 
unmolested and blind pipes rob the city of 
water rates and burglars and murderers 
defy police authority. 

One of the plainest and most easily com- 
prehended laws on the statute books, one 
that could not be misunderstood, is that reg- 
ulating the manner in which personal and 
real property Shall be assessed. The rule is 
it shall be listed for its fair cash value. This 
is not an obsolete law, but it is a chapter 
all by itself. One of the peculiar sights et 
Chicago is a street from which the wooden 
blocks have disappeared for a distance of 
fifty ora hundred feet. The fuel thieves may 
know that the law requires them to pay the 
cost of repaving the street and imposes a fine 
of from $3 to $100 on their offense, But they 
Care not. 

It would hardly be fair to call so recent an 
enactment as the compulsory education law 
obsolete, but if any Board of Education has 
yet appointed a truant officer to arrest chil- 
dren that play hookey the fact has not 
yet been chronicled. 

There are societies for the prevention of 
crime and for the protection of children in 
this as well as other cities of the State, but 
they donotattempttoenforcethe law against 
selling certain kind of literature to children 
or advertising it or placing it on view where 
children can see it. Periodicals devoted to 
criminal news, police reports, and illustra- 
tions of such subjects come under the ban. 
The same law forbids the employment of 
minors to sell periodicals of this character. 
The penalty is a fine cf $500 and six months’ 
imprisonment. 

Queer City Ordinances, 


The City Council could hardly fail with its 
weekly sessions to establish hundreds of 
regulations for the city that serve 
no purpose but to thicken the _ vol- 
ume of revised ordinances, It is hardly 
necessary to speak of the requirement that 
all bread should be sold by weight, that all 
peddiers shall carry none but standard 
weights and measures, or the prohibition, 
under fine of $25, on any one giving a music- 
al concert in a saloon without a permit 
from the Mayor. 

Among the gems of this collection is an 
ordiname requiring jewelry auctioneers to 
take back all goods sold through misrepre- 
sentation and imposing a fine of $50 on any 
auctioneer that substitutes one article for 
another or mis resents its value, 

Tell it not on uth Clark street; whisper 
it not on the levee. 

Minors are forbidden to play pool or to 
visit poolrooms under penalty of fines of 
from $10 to $20 for the keeper of the resort 
and of from $5 to $10 for the minor.

law against giving misleading information 
about the arrival or departure of trains or 
the location of hotels and stations.

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DANCE OF WATERSPOUTS. 


SKIPPER MITCHELL DODGED HERE 
AND THERE AND ESCAPED. 


Perilous and Exciting Trip of the 
Barkentine Edith Sheraton from 
San Domingo—Big and Little Spout 
from a School Went for His Vessel 
—His Close Call and Narrow Escape 
from Destruction—A Very Thrill- 


ing Tale. 

New York Sun, May 21: Perils of the sea, 
ordinary and extraordinary, beset the bark- 
entine Edith Sheraton on her voyage from 
Macoris, San Domingo, to this port, Which 
terminated yesterday with no loss to the 
vessel except a few shredded sails. The 
ordinary perils were those of wind, wave, 
and lightning; the extraordinary @ group of 
waterspouts that played about her like a 
school of aerial whales as she steered an er- 
ratic course between them. She lies now at 
the foot.of North Third street, Williams- 
burg, unloading her cargo of sugar and 
looking pretty well battered aloft and 
showing the hard treatment of the waves in 
her rusty and paintless sides, but still the 
same stout vessel as when she started. 

In the absence of Capt. Mitchell the mate

But the Captain had thrown the wheel 
over with all his force. The barkentine 
answering true and quick, swung up, an 
and the whirling stem of water passed across 
its bows twenty feet from the point of the 
bowsprit, while the monster went thunder- 
ing and roaring past a scant hundred yards 
astern, its ominous crown overhanging the 
vessel. All the other spouts were far astern. 

As that thing went by,” said the mate 
yesterday, his hand on the open log. I felt 
the size of an insect afloat on a chip of wood. 
If it had ever burst on us, and it would had 
it struck us, it would have pounded us down 
so deep that we never would have come up 
again. As for the smaller one, I think it 
would have done no worse than swept our 
rigging away.“

and the log book spun the yarn of the event- 
ful voyage to a Sun reporter who boarded 
the barkentine yesterday afternoon. From 
the log it appeared that she put out from 
Macoris on April 20 with a crew of eight men, 
inclusive of the Captain and mate. Fair 
winds and favoring wafted her on an un- 
eventful course until May 17, the only com- 
ment of the book being on some extremely 
hot weather for three days before that date. 
Perhaps it was the heat that bred the phe- 
nomena which threatened to send the Edith 
Sheraton to D. Jones, his locker. As to the 
events of the morning of May 17 the log is 
terse and bald, whereas Mate Miller is quite 
otherwise. He tells it this way: 

It was 8 o’clock when I came on deck for 
the port watch. Capt. Mitchell was below 
figuring out our reckoning, having just 
taken a sight in a clear sky. We were in 
latitude 34° 55’, longitude 74° 44’, and if it 
had been a very clear day we might have 
seen Cape Hatteras to the nor’-nor’west. 
Off in the west it began to show squally. 
There was a light breeze blowing from that 
quarter and the sky looked dirty. From the 
edge of the clouds there were long murky 
streaks like fingers stretching down to touch 
the water. I knew those fingers were point- 
ing to danger, for I had seen ones like them 
before, and I sent for Capt. Mitchell and he 
came up and took a look. 

„ Waterspouts,’ he said, and there's a 
lot of them.“ : 

„ Hadn’t we better shorten sail?’ I asked 
him. ‘ There’ll be trouble if they come our 
way.’ 

Tes, and they're coming,’ said he.“ 

As the mate tells and the log book shows, 
all hands were ordered up to take in sail.

Everything came down but the fore lower 
‘topsall, which, in the light air then stirring, 
gave but an uncertain steerageway. Mean- 
time all hands, having finished with the sails, 
were watching with anxiety the approach 
of the monstrous strands of water that 
reached from sea to heaven. There were 
eight of them of various sises, seeming at the 
great distance at which they were to be 
about 200 yards apart. The stem of the 
nearest one looked no thicker than a man's 
Wrist, but it spread out like a huge mush- 
room where it touched the low-hanging 
cloud bank.

So the barkentine ye its northward 
course, the wind on its beam, and the eight 
spouts growing to giants before the eyes of 
the alarméd crew in their rapid advance. A 


puff of wind rounded out the sails, and the 


breeze steadied and increased until the ves- 
sel clipped through the water at a pace that 
gave it easy steerage. Capt. Mitchell took 
the wheel himself. ; 
Dodging the Waterspouts. 

Look sharp,“ said he to his men, for 
it’s going to be touch and go with us now. 
We've got to dodge them. Don’t lose a 
second in obeying orders.”

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| there was no disturbance. A light sHower of 
rain fell; the line of waterspouts swept 
away into the distance, disappeared, and 
within an hour after they were first sighted 
the sky was clear again. What was most 
remarkable was the absence of any ferce 
wind, rain, or commotion of the sea. The 
monsters of sea and clouds had come and 
gone in terrific but peaceful procession. 
When they did burst, as burst they must 
have, it was so far away that the barkentine 
did not feel the waves caused by the col- 
lapse.

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| STUDENTS POKE FUN AT PROP, STAGC. 


University of Chicago Boys Produce a 
Play Called Julius Caesar "—Col- 
lege Athletics the Theme. 


The University of Chicago either needs 
an athletic association or does not need 
an athletic association, and the diversity of 
opinion upon the subject last week found 
expression in a farce presented at Snell Hall, 
the undergraduate dormitory. The play 
was given but once, and will not be given 
again, It was designed as a surprise, and as 
guch was a great success. The name, 
Julius Cœsar Up to Date,” gave no inkling 
of the plot, and it was not until the perform- 
ance had begun that the audience became 
aware that they were to witness a running 
commentary, of the style technically known 
asa ‘roast’ ora josh,“ on the manner in 
which athletics at the university are con 
ducted. 

The farce hinges upon & conspiracy sim- 
ilar to that in the play of Julius Cesar,” 
and is the work of James Weber Linn, a 
senior, taking a classical course at the uni- 
versity. 

There are but three really important char- 
acters in the first part of the play. The 
first of these is A. A. Cesar, and it is men- 
tioned as a remarkable coincidence that his 
initials are the same as those of Stag#, who, 
some students seem to think, has been what 
is commonly known as the whole thing 
in athletics at the university. This part was 
taken by K. G. Smith. The second is that 
of O. J. Brutus, whose initials through some 
strange happening are the same as those of 
Prof. Thatcher, who has had a hand in the 
management of most of the sports. This 
was played by C. F. Robey, who held the 
position of end on the football team. The 
third is that of Horace Cassius, and Horace 
Butterworth is the instructor in the gym- 
nasium. This part was taken by V. W. 
Sincere. N 

There are two acts to the play, the first one 
opening with the forming of the conspiracy. 
Horace Cassius catches O. J. Brutus alone, 
and immediately proceeds to convince him 
that the students need an athletic associa- 
tfon. He is aided in his endeavors by the 
far-seeing newspaper correspondents, who 
surmise that with O. J. Brutus at the head 
of affairs there will be infinite news to dis- 
pose of at so much per finite column”. 
Through the first act the hits at Stagg, 
through the persen of A. A. Ceesar, are 
numerous. According to the malcontents, 
since the beginning of things Stagg has 
managed athietics in every line. The stu- 
dents have had almost nothing to do with 
the conducting of any team in any branch of 
sport. 

But the most noticeable of the hits were 
found in the persog of A. A. Cesar himself. 
He wore Stage’s clothes, he bit his finger 
nails, and copied Stagg’s other little man- 
nerisms. In the secrecy of his own bed 
chamber Mr. Smith had made himself as 
much like Prof. Stagg as possible, and when 
he came forth into the glare of the footlights 
every one was aware of his attempts. The 
first act included the surrender of Brutus, 
the determination to kill Cesar and set up 
an athletic association in his place, and the 
death of the tyrant. 

As first written the play ended here. When 
the time for producing it approached, how- 
ever, another act was added. In q the 
character of 8. H. Anthony, possessor of 
initials the same as those of Prof. Clark, 
instructor in elocution, becomes prominent. 
Over the dead body of A. A. Cesar the 
noble S. H. Anthony recites his virtues. In 
tearful tones he tells how this same 
Cesar has made the University of Chicago 
all that it is in the way of athletics. He 
calls to mind all that he has done both for 
football and for baseball, and the newspa- 
per correspondents and other interested 
listeners lend him their ears. His eloquence 
persuades them that they have done 7 


and have killed the goose that laid the gol 


en egg. Then, while their mood is still soft, 
he asks whether they are fully satisfied 
that Ceesar is better than an athletic asso- 
ciation. They admit that they are. 

‘‘ Behold,”” says the noble Anthony, or 
words to that effect, and as the spectators 
turn and follow his advice there rises from 
the coffin the form of A. A. Cesar, his manly 
shape draped in the stiff lines of a baseball 
chest-protector, which has caught the blows 
and saved his life.

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REAL ESTATE REVIEW. 


SMALL SALES AND LEASES MARK A 
FEATURELESS WEEK. 


Dealers Hope for a Better Market Next 
Fall—Purchasers Are Timid Under 
Existing Conditions—Auction Sale 
ot Down-Town Property Does Not 
Prove a Success—Austin Has a Real 
Estate Board—Statistics of Real Es- 
tate Transfers for April. 

Real estate dealers are encouraged with 
the prospects for a much better market dur- 
ing the fall:months. While the last four 
weeks have been exceptionally dull and the 
sales of centrally-located property have 
been few in number and unimportant in 
character the inquiry for choice real estate 
investments last week was noticeably large. 
et is believed investors are arranging to se- 
cure. desirable property as soon as the cam- 
paign excitement has passed and are look- 
ing up desirable locations for the expected 
revival in the general business situation. 

_ “The present time is certainly favorable 

for real estate investments,“ said a prom- 

’ {nent dealer in reference to the market and 

the outlook, and I firmly believe capital 
will find its way into this class of securities 
as soon as the political affairs of the coun- 
try have been disposed of. The inquiry for 
good down-town property last week was 
excellent. There were no sales of import- 
ance consummated, it is true, but indications 
point to a better condition in the near future. 
The present stagnation in the market is due 
solely to the temerihty of purchasers who 
have money to invest in real estate and have 
faith in the excellence of the investment, 
but prefer to wait until fall before placing 
their money. 

“Chicago real estate has been seriously 
effected by the high rate of taxation and 
the endless number of special assessments. 
The effort of the Chicago Real Estate Board 
to find a remedy for both these evils has 
been appreciated alike by the large and 
small holders of real estate. The general 
effect of a revision of the revenue law and 
the abolition of the evils attached to the 
present system of special assessments would 
undoubtedly be a revival of the real estate 
gales which characterized the years of 1892 
and 1893.

PROPER POSITIONS FOR THE WOMEN. 


How to Sit on a Wheel and to Mount 
and Dismount Gracefully and 
Safely. ° 


A woman may look very charming on her 
wheel, or quite the reverse. It rests with 
herself, as all depends on how she sits and 

nages her machine. 
mrirst of all it is most important that a 
wheel adjused to the weight of the woman 
who is to ride it should be found. A nervous 
woman cannot ride as light a machine as her 
more robust sister. Its stronger vibrations 
would soon send her off her head. A twen- 
ty-six-pounder is a good weight for the 
average woman. The saddle should line up 
slightly back of the pedals, and should be 
sufficiently elevated to allow the heel to rest 
comfortahly on the pedal at the lowest 
oint of its arc. 

Pephe handle bars should be so adjusted 
that, when sitting erect, the rider can 
easily reach the grips without fully extend- 
ing the arms. | 

To look attractive on her wheel and get 
the best results from the exercise a woman 
must hold her head well up, throw shoulders 
back, and get rhythmic and correct leg 
motion.

woman. The greatest difficulty a woman 
rider has to encounter when learning to ride 
is how to mount and dismount properly. 
Horseback riding has perhaps something to 
do with this, as woman has always been ex- 
tended the “ helping hand on which she 
lightly vaulted into the saddle. Men are 
perhaps still as accommodating, but they 
are useless to the woman: bicycle rider, and 
probably the new woman would dispense 
with their services anyhow.

CASH WHEAT ENGAGED. 


REPORTS OF DIRECT EXPORT Bus 
NESS HELP PRICES, 


Vessel Room Taken for 125,000 Bu— 
Shorts Cover Freely—Weekly Priv- 
ileges Furnish Some Support—Ex- 
ports for the Week Are Disappoint- 
ing—Larger Receipts of Coarse 
Grain Anticipated—Selling Pressure 
in Provisions Relieved. 


For the first time in a number of days cash 
engagements of wheat were the principal 
consideration in the market. There was a 
fair business done late on Friday night and 
yesterday, which contributed to the closing 
strength, in which July wheat touched 61½. 
Two lots of 40,000 bu each were taken on 
Friday night and at least one of these was 
for direct export. Yesterday's business was 
figured at 80,000 bu of No. 1 Northern and 
25,000 bu No. 2 spring. Vessel room for di- 
rect export was taken to the extent of 125,- 
000 bu. Considerable new business was done 
at New York and some at Baltimore. The 
local business had most effect, however, on 
prices, and a couple of commission houses 
were credited with advertising it to the full 
extent in order to manipulate an advance. 
The rank and file of traders are béarish and 
are inclined to receive any bullish informa- 
tion with mental reservations. It was no- 
ticeable yesterday that more interest was 
shown in the theories as to how a com- 
mission house and a big local speculator with 
a long line to get rid of were using the reports 
of cash business than there was in the cash 
engagements themselves. The market was 
uninteresting and comparatively narrow 
until well along in the short session. The 
opening was at a fractional advance over 
night and July wheat soon sold up to 60%c.

Those who witnessed the 
operation said while the surgical instruments 
were being used to cut and slash away the 
muscles and ligaments around his eye balls 
Bob bore the pain without ether and without 
a murmur, just as he used to pull arrows 
out of himself as fast as the ambushed red- 
skins could shoot them into him. Bob is 
now 56 years of age, which makes his case 
one of great interest. Dr. J. A. Lydston, 
who performed the operation, said: 

The operation was performed five weeks 
ago. The condition of the subject was a 
marked convergent strabismus of both eyes. 
The vision of both eyes was perceptibly re- 
duced—to a greater extent in the left eye, 


which was blind throughout half the ret-, 


inal surface. The scientific term for this 
condition is hemiamblyopia, which rendered 
it impossible for the left eye to perceive an 
object in its.entirety. Five weeks after the 
operation Mr. Haslem has single binocular 
vision and visual acuity of the left eye raised 
to about two-thirds the normal visual power. 
The remarkable features of the case are. 
that so far as the literature of the subject is 
concerned, no case has been recorded where 
the visual power of one eye has been so 
perceptibly impaired throughout such a pro- 
tracted period from such a cause and has 
been restored to such a high degree of vision, 
and at the same time the individual possess 
single perfect binocular visual power. The 
prospects are, that as time passes on, the 
power of vision’ will perceptibly increase. 
The refractive. error of each eye was less 
than the usual degree characteristic of cases 
of high degree of strabismus convergens, 
and with the glass prescribed the visual 
power of the. right. eve ie raised to the nor- 
mal standard, while that of the left eye is 
equivalent to about two-thirds the normal 
standard.”’

Most 
of the transactions were at 22\4c, although 
some sold at 22e. Counselman was the 
heaviest seller of the other futures, Other 
receiving houses sold fair amounts. There 
was the same talk of increasing receipts 
noted in corn. Arrivals were 221 cars, with 
310 estimated for Monday.

which were once considered models in every 
way have been so far eclipsed by newer and 
more modern structures that the prides of 
less than a quarter of a century ago now 
look cheap and squatty. 

There are styles in architecture as in every- 
thing else with which man has to do. 
Changes are made necessary by the growth 
of business and the appreciation of land 
values. The life of the old-fashioned build- 
ing was limited, both by reason of its size 
and method of construction. On many of 
them the ornamental work meant nothing 
whatever, carried out no particular idea, 
and the longer it was studied the less 
reason appeared for its incorporation on or 
in the building. Thus time remedied this 
mistake, for the architect did not fall into 
the same error twice. 

Architects themselves cannot explain ex- 
actly how the great changes have taken 
place. They know that high ground values 
made high buildings necessary, and the fact 
that they were required to create structures 
on. entirely new lines made necessary the 
studying out of some safe and practical 

means of doing it. Methods of construction 
that ¢ould be applied to a four-story building

First of the High Buildings. 

About 1882 the price of the land in the

Mr: Hale 
thought this impracticable, but Mr. Jenney 
then negotiated with Mr. Eger of the Hecla 
iron works ef New York and the first prac- 
tical metal car was produced. Messrs.

This was fully 
appreciated in the first office building, the 
Home Insurance, and nothing better in the 
way of plan has since been produced.

The lew price of 
rents the last two or three years has caused 
Chicago architects to endeavor to reduce 
the cost of their buildings at the expense of 
the stability of the construction. In several 
instances too much load has beeen put on 
the clay and the settlement has been exces- 
sive and, as a matter of course, uneven. 
The sceel has been reduced to excessive 
lightness, so that the same journals that 
once praised Chicago and held it up as an 
example to New York are now calling at- 
tention to the improvements in New York 
and shortcomings of Chicago, 


Seme Specimen Buildings. 


D. H. Burnham & Co. are responsible for 
many of the more elaborate entrances to the 
modern down-town buildings, such as the 
Woman's Temple, the Masonic Temple, the 
Fisher, Phoenix, Great Northern addition, 
and others. The old Art Institute entrance 
(now the Chicago club) is a particularly 
elaborate piece of work, but being in the 
nature of a public rather than a private 
building the opportunity for the flight of an 
architectural fancy was greater than is 
ordinarily presented. 

Mr. E. C. Shankland of Burnham & Co. 
believes the present high buildings in Chi- 
cago were the natural result of congested 
conditions, the available area being bounded 
by the lake, the river, and the depots on the 
south, and being about three-quarters of a 
mile in extent. The change in style of con- 
struction was due almost entirely to soil 
conditions. 

W. G. Williamson of W. W. Boyington & 
Co. says tenants of the down-town buildings 
have been primarily instrumental in bring- 
ing about the changes that have taken place. 
They demanded certain things which could 
not be granted without extensive alterations, 
and the massive walls and brick piers were 
a bar to transformations. It was easier 
and cheaper te tear down an old building 
than to try to make it over. Two promi- 
nent buildings of which this firm were the 
architects are the Royal Insurance and Co- 
lumbus Memorial, the construction of which 
is entirely dissimilar and represents the 
changes of some fifteen years. The former 
has heavy brick partitions from basement to 
roof, a building in which changes in the way 
ef enlarging rooms are practically impossi- 
ble. In the latter partitions anywhere might 
be taken out without affecting any of the 
floors. The old style building was limited in 
height owing to the thickness of walls, 
which reduced floor space and restricted 
light. Economy also tnduced the liberal use 
of plate glass, this material being cheaper 
than brick.

Mr. James Lane Allen's story. Summer in 
Arcady,” ran through the Cosmopolitan as 
‘‘ Butterflies.” It attracted a great deal of 
attention for one reason and another—one 
reason being that it was rather realistic“ 
for serial publication in a family magazine, 
another being that it was a new vein for Mr. 
Allen. When the story ran its course in the 
magazine its author virtually rewrote it, 
then he offered it to certain publishers who 
decided that they did not want it—but there 
were those who did, for one Boston house is 
said to have sent a representative all the way 
to Kentucky to negotiate for it.

as he has written in this one. In his preface

I am bound to confess that 
as much as I admire Mr. Allen's work I do 
not like this story. It is not a book to leave 
around where young people may see it and 
read it,-for with all deference to Mr. Allen I 
cannot think that it will do a missionary 
work.

Allen's is superior to the other in purpose 
and literary skill, but it has some of the same 
objectionable features.

WHAT THE CONCERTS OF THE COM- 
ING SUMMER WILL BE LIKE. 


They Are in Charge of Prof. J. A. Hand, 
Who Has Already Completed Ar- 
rangements for Those in Lincoln 
Park and Is Planning for Those on 
the South Side—Music will Be Both 
Classic and Popular—Veocal Chorus 


to Be Introduced. 

The concerts in the North and South Side 
parks during the coming summer are to be 
in charge of Prof. J. A. Hand, and the ar- 
rangements in regard to them are well under 
way. Those in Lincoln Park are already 
planned for, but, contrary to report, no de- 
cision has yet been reached as to those on 


the South Side. 

The Lincoln Park concerzs are to be given 
on Wednesday evenings and Sunday after- 
noons, and, as is usual, the expenses are 
defrayed one-third by the street railway, 
| one-third by the Park Commissioners, and 
one-third by popular subscription. It is in 
the matter of expenses that the hitch in the 
South Side concerts occurs. The delay has 
been in regard to the third expected from 
the elevated road, but fit is likely that the 
matter will be settled within a few days. 
The road is in the hands of a receiver, and 
the officials were unable to promise money 
without bringing the question in a regular 
way. As soon as the question of expense 
has been cared for arrangements will be 
made to hold concerts every Tuesday even- 
ing and Saturday night. In this way people 
who remain in the city will have at least 
two evenings’ enjoyment during the week. 

The music to be given will differ little from 
that of previous years in its general nature. 
There will be some classic music, but not 
much, and the greater part will be on more 
light and lively lines, waltzes, two-steps, 
selections from operettas, and popular airs. 
In this, however, the afternoon and evening 
concerts will differ. The evening concerts 
wilf contain a greater per cent of what is 
known as good music, and those of the 
afternoons run more to popular airs and the 
rest. 

In the selection of the pieces Mr. Hand has 
been considerably hampered by the needs of 
the case. In most cases, even when open-air 
concerts are in question, the space covered 
by the audience is more or less limited, but 
in the parks the listeners are spread over 
an indetinite area, some persons being sev- 
eral blocks from the stand. Moreover, the 
crowd is continually on the move, and the 
music is lost in the sound of footsteps, voices, 
and carriage wheels. For this reason it has 
been necessary to confine the selections to 
such pieces as would carry well.“ 

Orchestra Same Size as Last Year. 

The orchestra this year, as last, will con- 
sist of twenty-six pieces, though at one time 
Mr. Hand had hopes that he might be able 
All his 
music is arranged for an orchestra of sixty, 
but this number is far beyond his highest 
hopes, though not his aspirations. Even 
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for forty, however, the money was not forth- 
coming, and this summer will see no more 
performers than last. The way in which 
the audience is scattered shuts out any 
chance of instrumental solos, but there is to 
be one novelty introduced in the form ofa 
vocal chorus, probably a double quartet. 

Except for the addition of the chorus,” 
said Mr. Hand, “ they will be much like the 
former concerts. I shall try to mix the 
music up and give all kinds, so as to suit 
everybody. I have been Playing music in 
Chicago for about twenty-five years now, 
and I have learned that people do not like 
too much classic: music. They like lively 
waltzes, and they like to hear the things 
that they play at home and have learned to 
Whistle. 

“IT have not a great choice of music for 
these concerts. With more men I would 
have a much greater one. But the money is 
not to be raised. I am not objecting to that 
because of myself. The general opinion is 
that I start these concerts, but I do not. 
The call for them originates with the parks, 
and I have several times thought of giving 
them up entirely, but never have. There is 
money enough in the town, but it goes for 
other things. Chicago should have concerts 
like the open air concerts of Europe. But 
the parks cannot pay more and the people 
do not. Too many of them, especially those 
with money, go away in the summer and do 
not care. 

It is a funny thing,“ he added ok 
without the South Side there might be — 
concerts in Lincoln Park. A great share of 
the money for-them comes from South Side 
people, who never get out to hear them.“ 


CHICAGO CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY.

The 
saving of child and mother together costs 
the charity fun employed in the service less 
than one-third as much as it does te provide 
for the infant alone. 

There are associations that seek after 
abandoned or desolate children—some of 
them going so far as to contract with the 
poor farms pf the various counties. But 
the Children’s Aid Society is the only organ- 
ization that takes the wife whom a worth- 
less husband has deserted or the unfortu-

Fair as the garden of the 
Lord it is, and exhaling, even through city 
streets, the fragrance of summer fields.

their odors as if you were in a Persian gar- 


den just before the time of roses. And this 
is only May, yet for a month the fervid heat 
has balanced its oppressiveness, as all things 
somehow do balance themselves, by forcing 
the parks into premature loveliness, so that 
we have almost thirty days of added bloom- 
ing over the ordinary spring season.

NEW WRINKLE IN THE OLD PROBLEM 


Englewood Has Something Fresh in 
the Servant Girl Question. 

Out in Englewood housewives are greatly 
interested in what appears to be a new 
phase of the servant girl question. They 
have not decided as yet whether it is an 
outgrowth of the new woman move- 
ment or a development of the trades union 
idea along a new line. There is a lange 
colony of Swedes located in the western part 
of Englewood and a fair proportion of the 
servant girls of Englewood are of Swedish 
or Norwegian extraction. The pastor of 
one of the Swedish churches has assisted 
in the formation of a sort of society or guild 
among these girls. Most of them are thrifty 
and have building and loan accounts, Dur- 
ing the panic, when there was so much 
eriticism of building and loan methods these 
girls instead of taking alarm and needlessly 
losing their savings clubbed together, hired 
a lawyer, and had an expert opinion ren- 
dered as to the actual standing of the so- 
ciety in which they were interested. hey 
maintain a sort of literary and social club 
and make an effort to improve their con- 
dition in many ways. They keep a black 
list of undesirable employers, and people 
who grudge *‘ Thursday off or think that 
a full-sized girl can be accommodated in a 
half-sized room find it hard to secure a serv- 
ant. A Stewart avenue woman had an ex- 
perience with the society a few months ago 
which was, to say the least,. surprising. 
She had made arrangements as she thought 


to secure a servant girl. She was waited 
on by a committee of flaxen-haired girls, 
who explained that they were not “ sisters 
or “‘cousins’’ of the prospective servant, 
but were sent out, as it were, to spy out the 
land. She was put through a catechetical 
examination as to what she would expect 
of and do for a servant, and evidently 
did not come up to requirements. She 
found another servant of a different church 
and nationality, but now wonders what an 
anti-trust law is good for if it is not going 
to give her any protection. 


BOARD OF TRADE AND HORSE RACING. 


How a. Winner from the Bookies ” Is 
Trying to Become Respectable. 
One of the chairs on the main floor of the 
Board of Trade is occupied almost 
daily by a man who, if rumor is 
to be believed, is there for a pe- 
culiar purpose. A few years ago he was a 
clerk in the employ of an industrial concern 
at the Union.

All of his friends and acquaintances 
are people who regard a scalp on a wheat 
deal and a winning on a horse race in vastly 
different light, and he is spending his time 
on the floor of the board making his money 
respectable. He proposes to identify him- 
self sufficiently with Board of Trade spec- 
ulation so that in the course of a few months 
he can retire with a suitable and available 
theory as to how he made his money at 
hand. He will be looked upon as a man of 
good judgment on the markets, and if he 
only succeeds in keeping his mouth shut 
and looking wise he may be considered as a 
sort of oracle by an admiring following. 
This will be infinitely better than having the 
real origin of his money cast up to himasa 
reproach, and will be secured with compara- 
tively little effort and through no hardship.

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LECKY ON DEMOCRACY. 


HIS NEW BOOK SAYS THE PEOPLE’S 
RULE 18 ‘BOUND TO FAIL.

Corruption in Politics in France and 
the United States Held Up as Ex- 
amples of the Evil Effects—Attack 
on the Irish Land Policy of the Lib- 
eral Government — Socialism the 
Outgrowth of Democracy—Jobn 
Morley on the Volume. 

A great many centuries ago Thucydides 
remarked that a democracy was incapable 
of a good foreign policy. Mr. Lecky would 
go a step further and have us believe that 


‘no decent government whatever is compati- 


ble with the rule of the people. We may dis- 
agree with him at the outset as to the mean- 
ing of the word under discussion, and he cer- 
tainly is at no great pains to put his own 
definition upon it, but for the purposes of the 
book we may take it roughly for granted 
that democracy implies for Mr. Lecky a con- 
stitution in which government is carried on 


- by the chosen representatives of constitu- 


encies where every adult male has a vote, 
where a bare majority carries the day, and 
where minorities have no method of making 
themselves heard. Whether or not this is 
the only form of a democratic constitution is 
of no great importance, because it is only 
upon the basis of such a definition as this 
that we have to meet the great historian’s 
arguments. 

Mr. Lecky sets out upon his career of de- 
nunciation with instances taken from the 
democratic tendencies around him, and for 
a time he appears to have it all his own way. 
France and America naturally suggest them- 
selves first. In both countries political cor- 
ruption is flagrant, and in both the suffrage 
is very widely extended, But here we have 
proof at once of a decided want of logie upon 
the part of the writer. He is guilty again 
and again of the fallacious conclusion that 
because one set of circumstances accompa- 
nies another the first is necessarily the cause 
ot the second. He attributes the growth of 
the public debt in France to the enormous 
sums expended upon public works, and lays 
this expenditure to the charge of democra- 


ey. It is quite possible that the extrava- 
gane may be unwarranted, but that it is 


not a necessary concomitant of a wide fran- 
chise is proved by the fact that Indiana is 
one of the most democratic and at the same 
time economical States—as far as public 
works go—in the whole Union. The political 
degradation of France is the outcome of the 
war with Germany; it is not due to one form 
or other of government, and it has not, so 
far, impaired the prosperity of the country to 

ny serious extent. When it is considered that 


a 
An spite of political fluctuations that would 


ruin most communities, France enjoys today 
a general wealth and happiness unprecedent- 
ed in her own history, it will probably be ad- 
miitted that the corruption of her public men 
is only a passing phase of her democratic 
development. 


Public Corruption in America. 
It is certainly more than a coincidence, 


however, that in the great American Repub- 
lic there should be found an equal, if nota 
greater, amount of corruption in public life. 
Tt would be useless to deny Mr. Lecky’s fig- 
ures. Actual details are unimportant when 


every intelligent person in the country is 


ready to deplore the state into which Amer- 
ican politics has fallen. But to make the 
etory worth repeating our author intends, 


without doubt, to point a moral, and the 
moral is, beware of democracy. If we look 
at the facts we shall see that this is a very 
summary view of the case. The worst forms 
of corruption are to be found in municipal 


‘politics, and there can be little doubt as to 


the causes. First and foremost cities have 


racy. 

Thirdly, the multiplicity and the frequency 
of el ns has made it absolutely impos- 
sible for the average man to be anything 


except a tool in the hands of a political ma- 
chine. 


He may endeavor to acquaint him- 
self with the merits of the men for whom he 
is voting one year, but he cannot keep up fhe 


interest, and would rather be robbed indi- 
rectly by a dishonest gang of professionals 


at the game than lose a still larger sum di- 
rectly by neglecting his business and study- 
ing politics. 

Fourthly, the “ spoils system is a strong 
inducement to corruption. But here again 
democracy is not to blame. Competitive ex- 
aminations for the civil service are much 
more in accordance with the true ideas of 
democracy, where all men are supposed to 
have an equal chance, than a system of

Finally, there is as yet no leisured class in 
America. Even the rich men of the country 
are for the most part immersed in business,

evil effects of democracy if we admit that 


an absence of all qualification for voters ang, 


an absolute freedom of immigration are 

rts of a truly democratic constitution. 

rruption in politics is largely. a question 
of education. There are hundreds of honest 
farmers in the West who are so devoid of a 
knowledge of affairs that they cannot see 
the iniquity of a man in politics who allows 
himself to make a personal profit out of his 
public position. A certain Senator from Min- 
nesota was observed recently to begin the 
building of a new house immediately after 


the passage of a bill which he had advo- 


cated. The matter was treated as a joke by 
his friends and supporters. And it may be 
amusing to the outsider, but it is precisely 
this jesting upon political wrong doings that 
is characteristic of the long-suffering Amer- 
jean public and is a sign of ignorance. 
It is useless, however, to lay the blame to

In the second 
volume of his work he writes a long chapter 
upon socialism; and he might very well 
have pointed out that the Irish policy of 
the Liberal party is part and parcel of a 
general training towards socialism which 
has marked. the decadence. of liberalism in 
the last twenty-five years. It sounds quite 
natural nowadays to make radicalism and 
socialism almost identical. As a matter 
of fact they were, up to 1875, totally op- 
posed to one another. The radical creed 
before that date was that the franchise 
should be as far as possible extended, but 
that men should be self-supporting and 
self-sufficient. Socialistic legislation was in 
the earlier part of this century almost en- 
tirely the work of Tory Governments. Talk- 
ing of the factory acts, for which Lord 
Shaftesbury was mainly responsible, the 
late Mr. Arnold Toynbee remarked: “ Let 
us recognize this fact plainly, that it is 
because there has been a ruling aristocracy 
in England that we have hada great socialistic 
program carried out; . factory legis- 
lation harmonized better with their (the 
Tories’) notions of the people’s dependence 
than with the radical manufacturer's idea 
of the people's independence.“ Nor can we 
include the acts of 1871 and 1875 recognizing 
the existence and corporal rights of trades 
unions, under the head of socialistic legisla- 
tion. The proper recognition of laboring 
organization is one of the necessities of 
liberty. There was no freedom of contract 
between an*‘employer with capital and a 
laborer who had no means of finding out 
the market value of his labor, and no power 
either to hold his labor for a better price, 
or to transport it to another market. 
Trades unions have supplied him with 
knowledge ‘and power requisite to put him 
on equal terms with the capitalist and free- 
dom of contract is now possible, The ob- 
jects, therefore, which so long held the 
Liberal party together have been prac- 
tically fulfilled. Social and political free- 
dom has been secured by all save the very 
lowest classes in the State; and in order to 
attract a following the Liberals have found 
it necessary to include in their ranks the 
Irish agitator and the labor candidate, both 
of whom are aiming at a State interference 
in the rights of private contract, which was 
once totally at variance with the tenéts of 
the party. And no doubt this is one of the 
most serious aspects in modern politics, not 
only in- England, but elsewhere. Yet the 
policy of interference was most distinctly 
condemned at the polls in 1805, and there- 
fore Mr. Lecky cannot possibly show that 
the ignorant, gullible voters of England are 
responsible for this new turn in affairs. It 
is quite possible that a ruling people is apt 
to consider itself superior to law and above 
the constitution. For instance, even in 
America, I have known gross breaches of 
contract to be condoned upon the ground 
that it was the will of the people. Corpora- 
tions are frequently attacked in this way, 
and only a few months ago the municipal 
authorities of Des Moines in Iowa refused 
to continue to pay their gas company the 
price that had been deliberately fixed by 
contract. Such conduct is an abuse of 
popular power, yet it does not seem to war- 
rant the despairing attitude of Mr. Lecky 
towards democracies. 


State Interference. 


Again, his views on the interference of the 
State in matters of Sabbath observance, 
gambling, and intemperance are long and 
by no means strikingly original. He is 
probably right in maintaining that the en- 
deavor to affect morality by legislation is 
a tendency of democracies. But whether 
such legislation is beneficial or not is a very 
open question. Personally I agree with the 
late Archbishop of York, who remarked that 
he would rather see England free than 
England sober. Yet it cannot be denied that 
the prohibitory laws in many States, how- 
ever much they may be evaded, have done an 
immense amount of good in the smaller 
towns. At all events legislation of this sort 
cannot do very great harm, and if the 
numerical rule of the ignorant mob does 
nothing worse for us than pass Sabbatarian 


‘laws we shall have small ground for com- 


plaint. 

In favor of the House of Lords Mr. Lecky 
brings forward the ordinary arguments 
which have been too much emphasized by 
the recent general election in England to 
need repeating. For the information, how- 
ever, of a large class of Americans who 
seem to imagine that the House of Lords 
is the sole governing body in England it may 
be remarked in passing that it is composed 
for the most part of the best educated men 
in the country representing a variety of 
solid interests. It practically initiates no 
legislation worthy of mention; it can post- 
pone but cannot definitely reject legislation 
that has been shown at a general election to 
be the will of the people; it may, but never 
does, interfere with financial measures; 
finally, it is useful in the main as a check 
upon rash and ill-considered legislation on 
the part of a temporary majority in the 
House of Commons and as a legal body for 
the correction of bills that would, if passed 
in their original state, be a fruitful cause of. 
litigation. Mr. Lecky compares the House 
of Lords with the American Senate, an in- 
stitution which he admires from a distance. 
In theory the latter is an excellent institu- 
tion, but it lacks the purity of the older 
chamber, which is probably the least venal 
body of men in the world; it lacks, too, the 
education of the English aristocracy, which 
would have prevented its foolish, warlike 
ebullitions from making it the laughing 
stock of other nations. Until a better Upper 
Chamber than the House of Lords has been 
discovered it would seem superfiuous, if not 
dangerous to accept Mr. Lecky’s projected 
improvements. 

The question of taxation is too technical a 
subject to deal with in a short space. It 
can only be said that on the whole, Mr. Lecky, 


with all the good will in the world, makes 


out a poor case against democracy. I should 
be unwilling to indorse the famous state- 
ment of Mr. Gladstone that in all cases where 
the masses and the classes have come into 
conflict the classes have been invariably 
wrong. On the contrary, nothing that Mr. 
Lecky says in favor of education seems to 
be too strong. It is quite another thing, 
however, to attempt to stem the tide of 
democracy. The tide in England at all 
events has been slow but sure, and it will 
never recede again. Therefore, instead of 
lamenting the present state of affairs it would 
be very much more uséful to accept them 
as inevitable and go about to educate the 
masses. This is the only true remedy. It 
is useless now to discard illiterate ‘voters: 
their numbers are daily decreasing and it is 
the duty of the reformer to see that they de- 
crease faster. 

As for the referendum, could there be a 
greater inconsistency than for the opponent 
of democracy to suggest a scheme by which 
the decision upon a bill is taken from an in- 
telligent body of representatives and sub- 
mitted to the mass of ignorant and foolish 
voters that Mr. Lecky so often alludes to? 

But though the main argument is bad 
and the book is a little incoherent, it cannot 
be denied that in“ Democracy and Liberty 
we have a large mass of very useful infor- 
maiton couched in very readable language. 
Mr. Lecky is undoubtedly a partisan, but 
Mr. Morley, his critic in the Nineteenth 
Century, is even more so. Mr. Morley at- 
tacks the book naturally for the chapter 
upon Irish policy. Now there if anywhere 
Mr, Lecky is absolutely right. Mr. Morley 
would ask us to admit that because in 1870 
there were some bad landlords in Ireland 
the state should therefore deprive all land- 
lords in Ireland of their natural rights. 

Secondly, he complains of Mr. Lecky’s at- 
tacks upon the degradation of the House of 
Commons. Now when a drunken bully like 
Dr. Tanner is tolerated in the House it 
seems to be certain that the tone of the 
House is falling; but naturally Mr. Morley 
must defend his associates. Thirdly, the 
late Irish Secretary denies that the opposi- 
tion to the im;osition of cotton duties in 
Incia was due to the evils of democracy. 
Here again Mr. Lecky is probably right. It 
seems monstrous to the Anglo-Indian that 
the laborer in Lancashire should be able to 
give his voice upon a matter of imperial 
policy which he can only judge from his own 
selfish standaid. Moreover, we constantly 
find among the iower portions of the En- 
glish electorate a lack of interest in the 
greatness of the empire which bids fair to 
be very dangerous to the colonial policy of 
England in years to come. But this only 
bears out the remark of Thucydides with 
which this article started. In foreign policy 
a democracy is apt to be singularly short- 
sighted, and the Union is no exception tothe
